I. Post Inspections in the past have been conducive of much good but 
owing to the advanced age of the comrades and the reduced membership in 
many Posts it is deemed necessary that a change in the method of inspections 
should be made at this time.

I. This day, long since set apart by the Grand Army of the Republic as 
a day devoted to honor our comrades who made the "supreme sacrifice" by 
giving their lives for the preservation and unity of our beloved country, and 
the maintaining of our integrity as a Nation as "One Country under One 
Flag/* will soon be with us again. As we recall the precious and sacred mem- 
ories of the Civil War, and of our comrades, during the dark and anxious 
days of that period from 1861 to 1865, we are also reminded of those with 
whom we shared the pleasures of peace and comradeship of civil life, and 
who also have answered the last roll call and joined the "Grand Army of 
the Great Beyond," who by the exercise of the spirit of Fraternity, Charity 
and Loyalty in the Post Room, and in the performance of duties pertaining 
to citizenship, helped us to build our country to its present greatness.

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It is with gratitude in our hearts and songs of praise upon our lips to our 
Heavenly Father for permitting us to live to see and enjoy the greatness to 
which our country has attained, and we rejoice in the fact that we are an 
undivided country, and a united people, devoted to the principles of human 
freedom and liberty, and the upholding of a great Nation under God in pro- 
moting and perfecting "a government of the people, by the people, and for 
the people that shall not perish from the earth/' Not alone in our own 
country are we doing this, but we are aiding the cause of humanity and 
freedom throughout the entire world, and our flag, "Old Glory," is recognized 
as the emblem of liberty everywhere. 

In order, therefore, to again properly observe our "Memorial Day," let 
us, as heretofore, visit the schools of our Commonwealth, and recite to the 
rising generation the glories and traditions upon which our liberties are 
based — the history of the founders and preservers of our Nation, the necessity 
of maintaining our integrity as a Nation in its entirety, as well as the honor 
and glory of our Flag as the emblem of Truth, Purity and Courage, and on 
the Sabbath Day preceding, let us attend divine services and give thanks to 
Almighty God, for his mercy and kindness to us as a people and Nation, and 
fervently pray for the continuance thereof ; and thus again, as the survivors 
of that great War, dedicate ourselves anew to the principles of our Order, 
"Loyalty to Country and the performance of our duty as citizens," and on 
Memorial Day, with the aid of our school children and our affiliated patriotic 
societies, and the. citizens of our respective communities, let us gather in our 
cemeteries and after appropriate ceremonies strew the graves of our beloved 
dead with flowers. While this is being done, let us not fail to pause for a few 
moments and with uncovered heads : 

"Think of the thousands who sleep far away 

Who sleep where their friends cannot find them to-day. 

They who on mountain, hillside and dell. 

Rest where they wearied and lie where they fell. 

So in our minds we will name them once more. 

So in our hearts we will cover them o'er. 

Think of those far away heroes of ours — 

And cover them over with beautiful flowers." 

Let us not forgot to call to memory our dear boys who are sleeping — many 
in unknown graves — in the fair and sunny fields of France and other fpreign 
fields where they gave their precious lives to the cause of human freedom in 
the great World War, in which they carried our beautiful flag, "Old Glory," 
with the flags of our Allies, to a most wonderful and glorious victory. 

Then, dear Comrades, with duty faithfully and lovingly done, let us as 
citizens of the country we love so well, by precept and example continue to 
promote our integrity as a Nation, and as a God-fearing people, devoted to 
the principles of world-wide freedom and the cause of humanity. 
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II. Post Commanders will arrange for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day, Friday, May 30th, and will invite the Sons of Veterans, the Woman's 
Relief Corps, the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, the Daughters 
of Veterans and other patriotic societies to join with them.

As part of the ceremonies of Memorial Day, there will be read Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address and General Order No. 11, dated May 5, published by 
Commander-in-Chief, John A. Logan, instituting Memorial Day. 

IV. Post Commanders will instruct their Patriotic Instructors to invite 
all teachers and superintendents of schools in their localities to arrange a 
patriotic program for a day during the week prior to Memorial Day, and 
make a detail of comrades, to attend these patriotic exercises. 

V. Post Commanders will arrange to have their Post attend Divine Serv- 
ice on the Sunday preceding Memorial Day, May 25th, and it is recom- 
mended that the Sons of Veterans and other patriotic organizations be in- 
vited to participate in these Church Servicei^.

CAMP FIRE AT FULTON OPERA HOUSE, 
8 P. M., JUNE 11, 1919 



Fulton Opera House was crowded for the Campfire of the 53rd Annual 
Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Re- 
public. The Campfire opened with an overture of patriotic airs by the or- 
chestra. This was followed by a beautiful and impressive tableau, "Beacon 
Light," executed on the stage in a very effective manner. While the audi- 
torium was in darkness, a spotlight played upon the Stars and Stripes at the 
rear of the stage. The production was greatly enhanced by the realistic 
scenery, which, with a little imagination, could almost bring a veteran to be- 
lieve that he was again "on the old camp ground." Stacked rifles in the 
foreground, several realistic appearing campfires merrily twinkling, tents 
shimmering in the moonlight in the distance, all lent a very camplike appear- 
ance to the stage. Thus inspired, the audience arose and sang "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 

The meeting was called to order by Comrade Wash. F. Hambright, of Post 
No. 405, who addressed the audience as follows: 

COMRADE WASH. F. HAMBRIGHT, Post No. 405: Ladies and com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic, we are delighted to see such a 
large an enthusiastic audience. The presence of such a large number of our 
citizens is positive evidence that you still honor and revere the heroes of *61, 
that you have not forgotten their services to their country, and the sacrifices 
they made. 

To-day the citizens of Lancaster witnessed a scene that they may not be 
permitted to view again, — a line of men, representatives from all sections of 
this broad commonwealth, marching along the streets with faltering step, — 
the survivors of that long army of men who were boys in *61 and who an- 
swered the call of our incomparable President, Abraham Lincoln, and 
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marched into the Southland, and, after four years of strife, sacrifices, suffer- 
ing and privation, returned victorious, victory crowned upon the banner of 
the union, and not a star blotted from its emblem, — our country at last free, 
free in fact, and the unity of the state remaining intact. 

After that struggle, the Grand Army of the Republic was formed, that 
wonderful organization the like of which is not upon this earth, and for over 
fifty years the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic has been teach- 
ing the lessons of patriotism ; they made it possible in the late war for our 
sons and our grandsons to march forth across the seas into the battlefields 
of France and Belgium, and there gain a magnificent victory over autocracy, 
and at last we are glad to know and hear the results of that victory. Our 
boys are now" returning in vast numbers, and the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, who still remember the thrills of joy they experienced 
upon their return and welcome home over fifty years ago, are willing and 
anxious to extend the glad hand of welcome to those returning heroes. 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, it has been customary at all previous Camp- 
fires, to honor one of the officers or past officers of the Department by giving 
him the honor of presiding at the Campfire, and I will not deviate from 
that custom but have in mind the selection of one who has presided at many 
previous campfires and does it very nicely. He is rather bashful but he pre- 
sides in a very pleasing manner, and I therefore will introduce to you a 
Past Department Commander who hails from the "Smocky city" of Pitts- 
burgh, but since he has arrived in Lancaster he has taken on the hue of the 
"Red rose city," — Past Department Commander William T. Powell, of Pitts- 
burgh, who will be our presiding oflScer this evening. 

The Chairman, Past Department Commander William T. Powell : 

My friends, I am not going to make a speech. Most of you know me. 
and as you will remember, I have presided at many former campfires. I 
don't know whether you will recall it, but at the campfire last year I 
made a speech to which some of you took exception. I said that when 
the Encampment met this year, June, 1919, that your sons and grandsons 
who were on the other side fighting the great world's war would then 
either be home, would be on their way home or getting ready to come home. 
I remember particularly a comrade came to me in Pittsburgh and said — 
"Why you made a mistake ; you said that the boys wouldn't be home until 
June." I said, "I didn't say that ; I said they would cither be home, on 
their way home or getting ready to come home." He said "That is right, 
that is just what you said." Well, as you know, that has turned out to be 
the truth. Some people wanted to know where I got my information. I 
am sorry that things have turned out so that all our boys are not home yet 
and many of them are still "over there," but if the judgment of our people 
and of our General. who had command of the Army had prevailed and our 
boys had gone on to Berlin, they would all have been home by this time. 
(Applause.) One thing we will have to do now and that is to lick those 
Huns until they are sick forever of war. 
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Now, my friends, we have rather a long program, so as Chairman, I am 
going to put a time limit on the speeches; if it is five-minute speech they 
must stop in five minutes, if a ten-minute speech, in ten minutes, and we 
are not going to have any encores. That is final. We are here to have a 
campfire and we are going to enjoy ourselves. 

I am going to ask you to rise while our Department Chaplain invokes thie 
Divine blessing. 

Department Chaplain Sl F. Forgeus : 

Let us pray. God and Father, we thank Thee that under all the circum- 
stances of life it is our privilege to look unto Thee for guidance and direction 
and to invoke Thy blessing upon us in the discharge of every duty and 
obligation that rests upon us as reasonable intelligent beings, as the children 
of our Father who is in heaven. We come to Thee with gratitude for all 
the blessings Thou hast showered so richly upon us in the days that have 
passed. We thank Thee for this reunion. We thank Thee, our Father, 
not only for the privilege of upholding the honor and integrity of our nation, 
but we thank Thee for the privileges that have come to us as comrades, 
the survivors of those who had some part in the great, struggle to uphold 
tlie union and the integrity of the nation. We thank Thee that we have 
been permitted to take our part in civilzed life and share in the prosperity 
that has come to us through Thy diWne providence. Let Thy blessing rest 
upon us, oh. Lord our God, as we are gathered here this evening, rejoicing 
in these blessings of liberty and freedom that have come to us and that 
Thou hast given to those worthy sons of noble sires the privilege of attempt- 
ing at least to extend to the nations of the earth. Bless these nations, 
.\nd bring about, we beseech Thee, Thou fc;reat Prince of Peace, a peacf 
that shall endure and a peace that shall bring the blessings of liberty and 
freedom to the nations of the earth as Thou hast granted them to us. 

(ruide us, oh, Father, in such a way that, faithful in all things, at last 
we may receive the reward which Thou hast promised to those who are 
faithful unto death. Wo ask it in the name of Christ our Lord and 
Redeemer, Amen. 

The Chairman : 

I am now going to introduce to you a comrade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic who does not need an introduction, who is known all over the 
United States. Some years ago he was the Department Commander of 
Pennsylvania and very recently he has been Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States of the Grand Army of the Republic and he is here tonight 
representing our Commander-in-Chief. I present to you Comrade William 
T. Patterson, of Pittsburgh. 
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Past Ck)mmander-in-Chief William T. Patterson: 

Ladies and gentlemen and comrades. It is certainly an inspiring sight 
to face an audience like this on any occasion, but I feel tonight that it is 
particularly inspiring when I look back thirty-five years and recall the 
time when I was last in this city attending a Department Encampment. 

I notice I am down on this program to make an address. I didn't know 
it until ten minutes before entering this hall, and what I may say will not 
be in the nature of an address but simply a talk about my past experience 
in the Grand Army of the Republic and my travels around this great nation. 

Two years ago I was the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and traveled all over this country. I traveled all through the 
Southland, and I want to say that the sentiment down there has changed 
very much since the time we marched through that country. The people 
now realize what the success of the Union Army meant to thi^ country; 
they realize, those of them that are living, that if they had succeeded, our 
country would have been divided and we would have been a lot of petty 
nations on this side of the water that would have had no recognition in this 
world war that has just closed. 

In traveling over the country I talked at various places — at Antietam, 
at Gettysburg— of course, I participated in the battle of Gettysburg, — ^but I 
had never visited Antietam until this time, and you all know, those of the 
Grand Army of the Republic especially know that that was the bloodiest 
one-day battle of the Civil War. There were about 5,000 dead bodies 
buried in that National Cemetery there, and that contest was a success 
for the Union Army. But at that time the affairs of the Union Army were 
not managed as they have been managed across the ocean — ^with one head to 
look out for all conditions that might arise. Then the great commander- 
in-chief, sitting back at Washington, could have had our army cut Lee off 
before he retreated into Virginia which would have ended the war two 
years sooner that it did, but that is a -matter of past history. There have • 
been mistakes made in all great wars, you can pick out the mistakes of the 
world war just ending, but we members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
come before the people as representing a great war that saved this union; 
we know that we have the sympathies of the people; we know that those 
who have studied history know that if the Union Army had not succeeded 
this country would have been in a deplorable condition today. The South 
realizes that. On ihy visit to the South, a judge interviewing me, spoke of 
tlie war. I said to him, "Don't you realize that your country is far more 
prosperous now than it was fifty years ago?" He said, "Oh, yes, that is 
true, but you fellows had no business to come down here and correct our 
sins for us; that was a matter of our own." That was the doctrine he 
was advocating, but they realize their country is more prosperous a hundred 
per cent., yes five hundred' per cent, more prosperous than it was sixty 
years ago. The darkies now are free, as you know, their labor is paid for, 
as you know, and conditions on every side have improved. 
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I am here tonight as representing the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. I am his substitute. He was to be here but other 
engagements prevented him, and I received a letter from him a few weeks 
ago asking me to represent him before the citizens of this city, which I 
now do, and convey to you the greetings of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
I wish this city all the prosperity it merits. 

We are getting on, boys, far along in the race of life; we are gettihg 
close to the end, as the poet says : 

One by one our ranks are thinning, 

One by one they pass away. 
Here the loyal Blue are falling. 

Yonder falls the line of Gray. 

Mrs. John J. Fawber, of Lancaster, sang "Ring Out Sweet Bells of 
Peace", which was greatly enjoyed by the large audience. 

The Chairman : 

I now have the pleasure of introducing a comrade well known to every 
Grand Army man in Pennsylvania, our own Department Commander, J. D. 
Hicks, of Altoona. 

D|partment Commander J. D. Hicks : 

Mr. Chairman, my comrades of the old Army, ladies and gentlemen : 
The Chairman well knows that this has been a very strenuous day especially 
for the Department Commander; we liave transacted much of our business 
and, in addition, have had a really delightful time, especially this afternoon 
when we were receiving the committees from the ladies organizations, who, 
in extending their fraternal greetings to our organization assembled for its 
annual encampment, told us what they have done, are continuing to do, and 
intend to do in the future to show their appreciation of what the Boys in 
Blue did during the strenuous days of '61 to *65. 

At our morning session we were accorded a wonderful welcome in language 
most impressive, bidding the members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
welcome to the city of Lancaster, and the Mayor sent the message that the 
keys of the city were ours and that we could do with theni^whatever we 
pleased. This message was conveyed to us by one of your distinguished citi- 
zens, your City Solicitor, who, we understand, was one of the boys who had 
borne aloft the Stars and Stripes on the far fields of France, and had gone 
"over the top" and taught the cruel and wicked Huns that there was an army 
known as the American Army that far exceeded them in courage and patriot- 
ism and valor and honor and all those qualifications that go to make 
gentlemen out of soldiers. 

Lancaster has proved to be a delightful city. When we received at Dan- 
ville an invitation to come here, we had forgotten a great many things 
concerning Lancaster to which our attention has been called today. It is 
the center of the United States in agriculture; it is the banner county of 
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the United States and produces more commodities for consumption in the 
United States than any other county ; it is one of the richest communities in 
the world. We hare shared in the good things of Lancaster since we came 
here, and we are very grateful for the warm welcome extended us and the 
generous hospitality that greets us on all sides. 

The Grand Army of the Republic is wonderfully proud of this great nation 
today. We builded, my comrades, better than we knew. When we divided 
rations with the boys in gray at Appomattox, we little dreamed that our 
nation, re-united through the pangs and hardships of civil life, would be the 
leader among nations in fifty years. Lincoln foresaw the unity of this great 
nation when he uttered those memorable words "Let us have peace." And, 
after all, what little animosity there was left between the boys in blue and 
the boys in gray. Five or six years ago we had that wonderful reunion at 
Gettysburg when the men in blue and the boys in gray marched under one 
flag, and that was our glorious starry banner with its beautiful red and 
white stripes. 

When we look back and see how little by little we have gradually 
approached the great position that we now hold among the nations of the 
world, we realize how great was the victory of the boys in blue that pre- 
served this union. And what a magnificent picture has been presented to 
us in the world war just ending — when the boys from Maine, and the boys 
from Georgia, the boys from Pennsylvania and the boys from Alabama, and 
New Jersey, and Texas, — marched side bj" side under this starry ni)anner 
and went over the top together to victory. (Applause.) It has shown to 
the world that a nation founded as ours has been, on the principles of 
justice and equality, has produced a God-fearing people who love their 
country and love their God and serve both with love and devotion. 

The principles of the Grand Army of the Republic are fraternity, charity 
and loyalty, and last, but not least, honor and purity in public affairs. 
These principles we have transmitted to our sons, and through them to their 
sons, and so on from generation to generation. And we hope that the boys 
whose work has just been accomplished on tbe other side will produce as 
great results as we had the honor of producing as a result of our work from 
'61 to '65. 

Let us not get mixed up too much in foreign affairs; let us maintain our 
common school system to the high standard that has b^en set; let us con- 
tinue to go forward as a (^od-fcaring people, keeping the traditions of our 
fathers in our hearts and tcndiing thorn to our children, and if we do that, 
truthfully can we say "We have fought the good fight; we have kept the 
faith". (Applause.) 

Mrs. Olwyn Evans sang 'The Army Bean" to the great enjoyment of the 
audience, the comrades joining in the chorus. 

The Chairman : 

Comrades, I have a great pleasure in store for you tonight. We have 
here on the platform Hon. J. Hay Brown, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
CJourt of Pennsylvania, who will now address you. 
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Chief Jnstiee J. Hay Brown : 

Venerable soldiers of the Grand Army of the Republic: It is a privilege 
to look into your. faces and it is a high honor to be able to greet you. 
You are the dissolving link between the present and the crucial past. One 
great war in the fulness of time established the greatest government in 
the western world. Another preserved it. The one was for liberty in the 
most heroir recorded struggle of men — and the colonies were free. The 
other was for government and law, and after years, lustrous with great 
deeds, there followed the union of the states. The one a century and a 
half ago, or nearly so, determined that here should be freedom's abiding 
place, that here her proudest temples should be reared and her worshipers 
sliould come. The otlier, the contest of which you men were a part, made 
that temple perfect and bound those worshippers together from ocean to 
ocean in an everlasting faith in their own country and their own destiny. 
Through the sacrifices made by you and your comrades, dead and living, 
there has been cemented a union inseparable and imperishable. Yours and 
theirs is a deathless glory. Countless miles may widen the! plane where 
you and they fought. Man with his ceaseless industry may change the 
aspect of the fields where you and they fought and they fell, and the face 
of nature may change your battlefields, but those who died there will 
<«ncamp forever upon the slopes where they fought and fell and in the 
shadow of the hills that trembled with the shot of their guns. From peer- 
less Reynolds, who wore the red rose of Lancaster, down to the humblest 
private in the ranks who gave his life for his country, not one shall ever 
be forgotten in the records of a greatful nation. You have fought for the 
union, for the preservatian of this nation's life, and your names shall 
live forever on the pages of this country's history. 

May I again say to you that we honor, love and revere you ; we greet 
you to our city. We shall cherish you until the end in common with your 
fellow countrymen. As has been said, your ranks are thinning year by 
year, and not many days will pass until the last one of you will go to 
join hi« comrades, but take hope and have faith to believe that somehow, 
somewhere meet you must, and that at reveille of that perfect day they 
and you all that company of brave men will answer the roll call to the 
services of your (lod in heaven. May your ways be ways of pleasure and 
your paths be paths of peace. (Applause.) 

The Hiairman : 

We have- a son of a veteran here who is not ashamed but is proud of the 
fact that he first received his education in the Soldiers Orphan School, of 
which Comrade Ilamb right is one of the commission, and I now want to 
introduce* to you this comrade of ours, Judge Kephart. 

Judge John W. Kephart, of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania : 

(Commander and members of the Grand Army of the Republic, the Ladies 
Auxiliaries, Sous of Veterans : It is always a pleasure to address a meeting 
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of this kind, in fact I always consider a request to speak or perform a 
service for the Grand Army of the Republic as a duty because of the great 
position this honorable body holds in our national life and because, as has 
been told you, I am a son of a veteran, and I consider it the proudest 
heritage of my life to say that I am a son of a veteran. 

It is pleasing that this great reunion ^o successfully being held is in 
Lancaster "the red rose city'* where so much was done for the great-hearted 
veterans from the days of the Civil War up to the present time, where so 
much is being done today for their entertainment and for tlieir comfort. 
On behalf of the Sons of Veterans as well as of the Grand Army of the 
Republic we wish to extend to the citizens of Lancaster our heartfelt 
thanks for the reception which we have received here today and seem destined 
to continue to receive at their hands. It is also pleasing to me that I can 
meet here my distinguished coUeague,^ a resident of this city, who ranks 
highest among the official life of this great commonwealth, who holds the 
proud distinction of being the greatest Chief Justice that has ever sat on 
the Supreme Court Bench since the days of the Civil War, so acknowledged 
by all students of legal history. (Applause.) 

Pennsylvania will suffer a serious and a distinct loss when this man who 
has shed so much lustre on and has added so much stability to the law of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania shall have retired to private life within 
a very few years. I speak of your honored and distinguished citizen. Chief 
Justice J. Hay Brown, who addressed you a moment ago. (Applause.) 

Each day that passes brings to us the tidings that many of these great 
hearted veterans are passing to the Great Beyond. We should not hesitate 
then at every favorable opportunity to lay our homage at their feet and 
sing their praises, and I know the boys who wear the uniform of the 
United States soldier today and those who went across over there into 
Prance will pardon me, as a son of a veteran, if I talk of the glories of the 
men of the Grand Army of the Republic and recount to you some of their 
great deeds; you will have a just and a proper appreciation of what these 
men did that made it possible for you and Uncle Sam to take your place 
in the recent war and win the greatest victory ever achieved by mankind. 
(Applause.) 

I am not going to go into the numerous details of the conditions that 
existed before the days of the Civil War; you well recollect the intense 
hatred that existed then ; you well recollect the changes that were takias « 
place in the political life of the country ; families separated, brother fightifig^^ 
against brother, a great war between families, as it were, in which intense 
hatred and bitterness ran rife. These men were living ov«er a volcano of 
frightful intensity that sprang into a fiery flame when Sumpter was fired 
upon. You men well recollect how that shot stirred the North. You stood 
aghast for the moment; it could not be possible that this old flag of owrs 
was being assailed; but it was only for a moment you so stood, then you 
leaped to take up the challenge. The patriotic demonstrations that were 
held over this land have never been excelled before or since the days of the 
Civil War. All over our land war was demanded; patriotism was nt its 
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height. "We are coming, Father Abraham, 300,000 strong", was the cry- 
rang from the east to the west. Wcj were not a strong nation then, but 
thirty tndlHons of people and worth but a few millions of dollars. Now 
we ate one hundred and ten millions worth over two hundred and fifty 
billions of doliari^. When these great-hearted veterans enlisted in the ser- 
vice of their government voluntarily for the cause there was no insurance 
fund behind them to guarantee their safety in old age or to take care of 
their families in case of death. When they went into the line of battle 
ikey did not have behind them such splendid organizations as the Salvation 
Army, the Red Cross, the Knights of Columbus, the Young Men's Christian 
AfliiocsatioB and the Hebrew organization. When they went into battle they 
went in without much of the protection that wl have today. Mark you I 
speak not disparagingly ; I am telling you the story of the boys in blue. 
Fearlessly, for the love of their country, these boys faced the storm of shot 
and shell. We sent into the War of the Rebellion 2,860,000 ; the Confederate 
armies contributed fully half that number, — four million men were engaged 
in a death struggle. Of that four million men history records the fact 
that, on both sides, the blue and the gray, there were killed in battle or died 
during the four years of the war 720,000 men, and the percentage of 
wounded me» has been fairly estimated at GO per cent, of the total number 
engaged. They fought, mark you, 2200 battles, and if you add the battle 
lines of those 2200 battles one to the other you would have a battle front 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

Yes, these boys fought a wonderful fight. They had resting upon their 
shoulders the destiny of the nation. They went into that war firmly and 
determinedly to win that struggle, and what did they bring back to us? 
Within the course of a few years we found ourselves again a united nation 
grown powerful and rich, and today both the North and the South love 
and honor and respect the flag that these men preserved to this great 
nation of ours. They made it possible, by their inspiration, by the deeds 
that they performed, for our boys to be sent over there and take their places 
in the line of battle in the defence of civilization and the service of humanity 
in the greatest war that this world has ever seen, and by their heroic 
valor they made it possible to bring back to America a victory for the 
allied cause and deathless glory for that flag for which you so nobly 
fought. (Applause.) ^ 

These boys over there fought a glorious fight; they made heroic sacrifices; 
they went to a strange land, to a' foreign shore, and there they poured out 
their young lives that we might have the freedom that you preserved to us 
from our forefathers. Yes, when the battle cry rang in their ears they had 
before them and in them the spirit of men like Grant and Lee and Sherman 
and Jackson, and with that courage and with that spirit before them they 
went over the top, they broke the German line, arid how could they help 
but break that line when the spirit of such soldiers led them in the battle? 
(Applause.) 

We owe much to you boys who wore the blue, but we owe as much, and 
if oot fL trifle more at this present day, to those who sit alongside of you, 
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the ladies that arc here assembled and elsewhere within the confines of 
this great country of ours. The heroic sacrifices that these women made 
during the days of the Civil War were duplicated over and over again dur- 
ing the days of the war of 1917-1918 for this nation. Nothing was too 
great for them to accomplish ; no days were too long for them to work for 
the cause of the boys over there ; they gave up their all and they gave 
it up freely. And though from the days of '61 to '65 many thousands of 
our lads who wore the blue lie sleeping in some unknown spot down in the 
sunny South, with thistles and the willows as a marking place for graves, 
and with the many thousands of our lads lying sleeping in an unknown 
land, in unknown graves, tlie spirit of America will reach across the 
Atlantic, and this nation will taise in her heart, has raised in her heart 
of hearts a great monument dedicated to the boys who fell '*over there" in 
the defense of their country. (Applause.) 

My friends, in conclusion, let me say to you, that as these great-hearted 
veterans tread down the hill of life leading to the great river that separates 
them from the shores beyond, where they can now dimly through the mist 
look and see the comrades that have departed before them, let us as they 
remain with us always keep them in our mind, keep them in our hearts, 
and do for them as we would do for our own fathers if living today. I 
thank you. (Applause.) 

"The Grand Army Button" was sung by Mrs. Evans, and this was fol- 
lowed by a splendid rendition of Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage's "The Grand 
Review", by Miss Amanda Landis, teacher of elocution at the Millersville 
State Normal School, which evoked tremendous applause. 



The Chairman : 

Comrades, I have now the pleasure of introducing to you Mrs. Aida 
Parker, of Pittsburgh, President of the Womans' Relief Corps. 

Mrs. Aida Parker, President of the Woman's Relief Corps: 

I know you comrades are well acquainted with what the Woman's Relief 
Corps stand^for, but I want to state to these women of Lancaster that we 
have a message for them. I would like to tell them just what we stand 
for, and I bring to them tonight an invitation*. You women who sent your 
boys out to war, you women who had fathers in the Grand Army of the 
Republic, you women who love "Old Glory", don't you want to go into an 
organization that has done and is still doing splendid patriotic work? 

In the year 1883 the Woman's Relief Corps became an auxiliary to the 
Grand Army of the Republic; they adopted us, took us in, and we are 
their true and only auxiliary. We then had a serious question confront 
us — who should be in this Woman's Relief Corps — what should constitute 
membership — ^what should be required of the women ? You know how during 
|the war the women nurses went out upon the battlefields, they went out 
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because they loved "Old glory*', and they worked on those battlefields day 
and night, and when they came home they were still anxious to help you 
and iuterested in you. They followed you to your encampments, and so 
as the years went on they became more closely attached to you, and so in 
1883 this organization was started. Then en me this question — who should 
be eligible for membership in the Woman's R'^lief Corps, and it was laid on 
the table. Some weeks the stipulatioU would be for blood kin, and some 
weeks it would be for the loyal women of the country, those women who 
Went out into the battlefields, and so at last it was decided it should be 
for the loyal women. 

Now, you women of Lancaster, if you are loyal to what these men have 
done for our country, if you love "Old glory", if you love what the boys 
have done for you across the seas, if you love your country, it makes no 
difference whether you are kin of these Grand Army men or not, come 
into the Woman's Relief Corps. You don't have to be the blood kin of 
these men but if in your hearts you desire to perpetuate their glory, so 
you are true to our flag and the boys across the seas. Come in with us 
and work. It is the duty of every woman who is a true American to come 
in and perpetuate the deeds of the boys in blue and the boys in brown; we 
want you to come in, we need your help and you need ours. 

You will remember that it was the Woman's Relief Corps that gave *'01d 
glory" a birthday. It was through our work that June 14th was made 
Flag Day and a holiday. We have put the flag on every school house in 
the United States ; we are working to help the soldiers and their dependent 
ones and are working to save money to decorate the graves in the South. 
If you love the Grand Army, if you love the boys in brown, and you love 
"Old glory" come and help us work. (Applause.) 

The Chairman : 

I am going to introduce a comrade of the Grand Army who is known 
throughout the United States. He is a past Senior Commander-in-Chief. 
We have all met him at the National Encampments for many years, and 
have known him long and favorably in connection with Grand Army affairs. 
I now have the pleasure of introducing Comrade John McElroy, Editor of 
the National Tribune. 

Comrade John McElroy : 

Department Commander,^ Comrades, ladies and gentlemen : It certainly is 
an inspiration to come here and meet such an audience in the city that was 
the home of Thaddeus Stevens, and I am delighted to be here. This district 
is entitled to great credit for having kept Thaddeus Stevens in Congress so 
long; he was a man of the most extraordinary courage, of a patriotism that 
knew no bounds, of a will and an ability to carry out his convictions, and 
he carried them out with a courage that was heroic. We need men like that 
today, we need men like that in Washington at the present time. 

I heard just a moment ago from your Patriotic Instructor, Comrade Camp- 
bell Stanton, something that cheers my heart, namely, that patriotic instruc- 
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tion iar to become part of the school curriculum, and 1 am glad that you of 
Pennsylvania are at lea^t taking this idea- in. There is iio one thing iu all 
our lives that lies so near to the heart of the Grand Army of the Republic 
us the education of the rising generation. Upon this absolutely depends the 
whole foundation work of our country, and as we comrades are going down 
the western slope we look with questioning eyes at the rising generation as 
to Iiow they will take care of this precious heritage of ours. One of the most 
pernicious of the German propoganfla has been aimed at poisoning this head 
ami fountain — the public school of this country and the youth of our land. 
1 understand from Comrade Stanton that you have passed a bill compelling 
patriotic instruction in the schools, the direct result of the eflCorts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Our education has been poisoned by thi« Ger» 
man propoganda; we find that everywhere in our schools; but with legisla- 
tion of this kind in all the States there would be little danger from that 
source. Comrade, look into the matter of education not only in the common 
schools but in the higher schools as well, and vigorously condemn any books 
and fight any teachings that would, go to poison our children's minds. 

I have heard here tonight that there were 2,800,000 of ^ur men in the 
Civil War. This is incorrect. ' The War Department says there were 2,- 
220,000, and about 1,500,000 rebels. It has been said here and there that 
our little war was not to be compared with this great world war that is just 
ending. I want to disabuse your minds of anything of that sort. I have 
studied this war very carefully, and I want you to know there was no com- 
parison. About sixty of our regiments lost 50 per cent, of their number. I 
challenge any comparison with any of the regiments that went across the 
seas as to such a percentage of losses. So, comrades, do not let anyone tell 
you we are "back numbers." 

I am glad to be with you tonight ; I am glad to be in the City of Lancas- 
ter, and I thank you all for your attentiou^ 

The Chairman: 

It is now my pleasure to introduce to you Mrs. Anna L. Marron, Depart- 
ment President of the Ladies of the G. A. R. . 

Mrs. Anna L. Marron, Department President of the Ladies of the G. A. R. 5 
Comrades, Sisters, and friends: It gives me great pleasure this evening: 
to represent the Ladies of the G. A. R. The President of the Woman's Re-' 
lief Corps has told you that they are the auxiliary of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. We, the Ladies of the G. A. R., are the families of the Grand^ 
Army of the Republic. We represent 5,220 sisters in the State of Pennsyl-' 
vania, and 110 Circles. During the year we have attended to the reUef of' 
the families of the comrades, we have spent over $17,000 in relief, and our 
work, sisters and comrades, is for our flag and for our country. 

When I was in Portland, Oregon^ last summer^ a desire came to me that I 
might do something for the Department of Pennsylvania, Graiad Army of the 
Republic. During my year as Department PiewjOfiDit your Departonent Oom- 
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mander Hicks has extended to me every courtesy, and I consider him one of 
the finest Commanders Pennsylvania has ever had. And as I saw those 
comrades marching in Portland, the desire came to me that when they next 
paraded in Columbus, .Ohio, they might carry something that came to them 
from their families in Pennsylvania, and so, Commander Hicks, on behalf of 
the Ladies of the G. A. R. I want to present this American flag to your De- 
partment. 

The American flag is the most beautiful ensign that flutters in thfe breeze 
of God's bright sunlight. It is as beautiful as a flower — to those who love 
it, but as terrible as a meteor to those who Ijate it. It is the symbol of the 
power and the glory and honor of nearly one hundred millions of loyal and 
liberty-loving Americans. Its colors have a language known and read by all 
men. The ground work of the flag is union. White is the symbol of truth- 
fulness and purity. Yea! pure and white as the angel's wing. Red, the 
crimson which from creation's morning has symbolized all the courage, self- 
sacrifices and the open-veined manhood from which flows red streams from 
gaping wounds of patriots and heroes, and pressed hard upon that seamless 
robe of liberty, and close beside the crimson is the field of blue, the true and 
faithful blue, like the deep blue in the heavens above, from out which shine 
the mysterious stars illuminating our nights with cheerful fires. It waves 
in glory over every sea and ocean in the known world, and under its shadow 
the American citizen finds protection and respect in all lands beneath the sun. 

Towering aloft, now on top of the world high above all other flags of the 
the forty-three nations of the earth, beneath the empyrean blue, kissed by the 
sun of day and wooed by the stars of night majestically waves and triumph- 
antly floats the grand unconquered flag of the greatest And wealthiest nation 
on the face of the earth. 

Then hail to old glory! Hail banner of the free, blest emblem of liberty, 
light and hope of the world : 

"Ix)ng may it wave, o'er the land of the free and the home of the brave." 

Forever wave o'er the land where of old 
The babe from the breast of its mother was sold 
Flag of our nation, flag of the free, 
We pledge our loyal hearts to thee. 

Commander, I hope you will accept this flag on behalf of your Department 
from the Ladies of the G. A. R., and that it may participate in all the state 
and annual parades. (Applause.) 

Department Commander Hicks : 

Mrs. Marron, it is with the greatest pleasupre I accept this magnificent 
flag from the Ladies of the G. A. R. and tender to you and through you the 
profound thanks of our Department to the Ladies of the G. A. R. I most 
gratefully accept this gift, and can assure you that my successor and his 
successor and the successor after him will see to it that this flag shall remain 
not only the property of tbe Pep«rtment but it wiU grace every JJnc^mjpment 
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of the Department of Pennsylvania and every National Encampment. The 
flag will now be delivered into hands, I am sure, that will take proper care 
of it. Thank you again. 

The Chairman : 

Comrades, I present to you Captain William C. Rehm, of the 109th Ma- 
chine Gun Battalion of the late world war, the City Solicitor of Lancaster. 

Captain William C. Rehm : 

Mr. Chairman and comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic: No 
words of mine could ever possibly add or detract from the wonderful history 
tliat the boys of *61 to '65 have written. From the time that Sumpter was 
fired upon until Ijee's surrender at Appomattox there never was a time nor 
a day when it was doubted by those in the North that victory would be 
brought home by you and that this union would be preserved. What you 
have done has borne its fruits. The nations of the world have looked upon 
what you have done with admiration, with awe, with respect, and what the 
boy of '98 did and the boy of the present war accomplished it was only ex- 
pected they would do because they received their inspiration from you. They 
could not have done less than what they did. From Chateau-Thierry on the 
Mame, to Fismes and Fismette, on the Vesle, on the Aisne and the Argonne 
there constantly rang through the ears of those boys' the echoes of what you 
did at Appomattox and at the Wilderness and at Cold Spring and Gettys- 
burg. How could they have done differently? They had in their mind's 
eye what you did, and the rest was easy to them. 

I will tell you just one little story and then I will quit. It has reference 
to a colored soldier who was engaged in repairing the roads in the rear. It 
liad been the first time he had gotten ansrwhere near the firing line. He was 
working with his pick and shovel when a shell dropped in the neighborhood, 
not making a very loud noise. It was one of "Jerry's" biggest ones. The 
darkey turned to the lieutenant and he said, "Lieutenant, what am that?" 
The lieutenant said, "That is a T. N. T. shell." The colored fellow continued 
working. Shortly afterward another one of "Jerry's" dropped with more 
force and just a little closer. He looked up at the lieutenant and said, "I 
know what a T. N. T. means; it means — travel, nigger, travel — and I am 
going to travel." (Laughter and applause.) 

The Campfire was brought to a close in a very fitting manner by the pre- 
sentation of gold medals of honor to ten men of Camp 19, Sons of Veterans, 
who served in the World's War. Those receiving the medals were Lieutenant 
David N. Trapnell, Corporal Charles W. Dorwart, Steven J. Aument, Wil- 
liam T^ Strickler, Richard H. Smith and James F. Geiter. The other four 
are still in the service. The presentation was made by Comrade Wash. F. 
Ilambright, who addressed the boys as follows : 

Comrade Wash. F. Hambright : 

Boys, in looking upon you at this time, I am carried back fifty years and 
reminded of the time when your fathers and grandfather? were arrayed in tllO

uniform of the republic at that time. They went forth to battle for the free- 
dom of this republic. In the last few months, you arrayed yourselves in 
the uniform of the republic of this day to go forth to battle and fight for the 
freedom of the world, and you thus have proved yourselves worthy sons of 
noble sires, and I trust you will always keep in mind the heroic deeds of 
your fathers and grandfathers. 

Camp No. 19, Sons of Veterans, feels proud of you. The citizens of Lan- 
caster honor and revere you for the services you have rendered your country, 
and on behalf of Camp No. 19, Sons of Veterans, I take great pleasure in 
presenting to you a badge of honor in commemoration of your services. May 
you wear it with honor and never disgrace it. Boys, I thank you.

The 53rd Annual Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand 

Army of the Republic, was called to order at»10 o'clock A. M. by Dej^art- 

ment Commander J. D. Hicks, who opened the Department Encampment in 

due form. 

Comrade W. F. Hambright, Post No. 405 ; 

Comrades, it was my privilege one year ago at Danville to invite this De- 
partment to hold its 53rd Annual Encampment in Lancaster. You are now 
here, and I am delighted to greet you on behalf of Posts 84 and 405, the 
Woman's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the G. A. R. and the Sons of Veterans. 
It is my great pleasure this morning to extend to you a cordial welcome. 

In 1884 an encampment was held in this city. Then the population of 
the city was about 27,000. To-day we have nearly 60,000, showing you the 
ratio of increases where new blood can enter; on the other hand, at that 
time the members of the Grand Army of the Republic in the State of Penn- 
sylvania numbered about 42,000. To-day we have a few less than 11,000, 
showing you the ratio of decrease where new blood cannot enter and where 
recruits cannot be had, and I believe I voice the sentiment of this encamp- 
ment when I say we do not desire recruits except from among those who 
served during the War of the Rebellion and hold an honorable discharge. 

Now, comrades, the committee has worked faithfully and earnestly to ar- 
range for your reception and entertainment ; they have outlined the program 
of the proceedings of the week, giving you also a list of the points of inter- 
est in and about the city, and it is up to you now to enjoy the hospitality 
extended. We have an abundance of pure spring water and other good 
things, and I have the assurance of the Mayor that the police have been 
instructed to keep you away from the oonrt house. 
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Now, comrades, I bid you welcome. A few days ago we met with our first 
disappointment, and that is we had hoped to have our genial smiling Mayor 
to meet you, but a few days ago he informed me it would be impossible for 
him to attend, which he said he regretted as he had always had a warm 
feeling for the Grand Army of the Republic. During the late war he took 
a great interest in sending the boys to the front, giving them a glorious send- 
off, working for their best interests all during the war, and he is now arrang- 
ing for their glorious reception home, and he told me that inasmuch as he 
could not appear before you, he would send a splendid substitute, one of our 
leaduig citizens,' a member of the National Guard who served on the border of 
Mexico, and in -this war led a company of Lancaster County boys over the 
seas into France where, they went up against that suppo(Sed-to-be impregnable 
line known as the "Hindenburg Line," and he had the pleasure, along with 
his comrades, of smashing through that line. He covered himself with glory 
at Chateau-Thierry and in the Argonne Forest , but he is very modest about 
it all ; and comrades, I am happy to say that he led his men and would not 
command them to go unless he was with them, and for that reason he has 
the love and respect of all his boys. He was Captain of Company A, 109th 
Regiment, 28th Division of the American Expeditionary Forces, and I have 
the great pleasure this morning of introducing to you our distinguished City 
Solicitor, William C- Ream, who is here to represent the Chief Magistrate 
of Lancaster. 

City Solicitor, William C. Ream : 

Mr. Hambright, Mr. Chairman, and Comrades : On behalf of the City of 
Lancaster, I bid you welcome to our city. You are as welcome as the flowers 
of May and as pleasing to the eye as the blushing June bride. Nearly thirty- 
five years ago this city was honored by the convention of your Organization. 
Since that time we have passed through two wars that have resulted in vic- 
tory for our flag and for our country. What the boys of '98 have done, and 
what the boys of 1918 have tried to accomplish was made possible only by 
the work that you did in '61. From Bull Run and Manassas until the sur- 
render at Appomattox you fought to preserve this union, and but for your 
work, but for your patriotism, but for your suflEering and your sacrifices, 
th'^re would have been no United States at all. What has been accomplished 
must be traced directly back to the work which you have done. (Applause.) 

You are here assembled for the purpose of conducting the business of your 
organization. After you have concluded that business, pack all your troubles 
in your old kit bag and smile ! Look through our county and our city and you 
will find that this is God's country ! We are glad and proud to share it with 
you. Take our trolleys and go out into our beautiful country and look at 
our produce and our berries and our grain and our vegetables and our hills 
and our dales. We hope you will enjoy your visit. If you are inclined to 
bo interested in matters historical, remember that we have here the home of 
President Buchanan where you are welcome to look at his rooms and his 
books and pictures. We have here the home of Thaddeus Stevens and of 
Burroughs who was foremost in free education in the common school system 
of Pennsylvania, a pioneer in that line. 
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Enjoy .vourselvos; bo one of us while you aro horc. The Mayor has in- 
structed mo to hand over to you the keys of the city, but I am not going 
to do it because there are no doors nor locks nor gates in the City of Lan* 
caster for the Grand Army of the Republic. You are welcome to come back 
again if you like us, and if you don't like us, come back again anyhow. (Ap- 
plause.) 
Department Commander: 

Mr. City Solicitor, I do not want you to leave until I have the pleasure 
of responding to your welcome wordi^ on behalf of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania. Wo liavo had the pleasure and delight of listening to the words of 
the learned City Solicitor who represents the chief magistrate of the city. 
Of course the City Solicitor gave us just what we expected he would give us, 
he gave us a welcome to this beautiful city. 

In examining the history of this great commonwealth we learn that Lan- 
caster was one of the places where the Continental Congress conducted its ' 
business, and we know further that Lancaster County is looked upon as the 
garden spot not only of Pennsylvania but also of the great United States as 
the most wonderful agricultural community within the precincts of this, the 
finest country in the world. 

These kind words of welcome that have come to us from the honored rep- 
resentative of this city come to us, we know,-^rom a full heart, and know- 
ing, as we do, the honor not only of Lancaster City but of Lancaster County, 
we appreciate them, for we well know that in that great struggle of '61 to 
'65 old Lancaster helped you and helped the great North to preserve the 
liberties, the integrity and the honor of this country and the glory of its 
undying flag. (Applause.) 

And now, Mr. City Solicitor, we thank you for these words of welcome, 
for your great hospitality, of which we already have had a foretaste ; we 
expect to stay until the last moment to enjoy in full this beautiful city and 
its surroundings and also the hospitality of its people. 

The Officer of the Day escorted Mr. Ream from the platform, the encamp- 
ment being called up and saluting. 
Department Commander : 

My comrades, this is the regular meeting of the Department Encampment 
of tlie Grand Army of the Republic of the Department of Pennsylvania. 
The Chaplain will now invoke the divine blessing. 
Department Chaplain Rev. S. F. Forgeus : 

Father most gracious and merciful, giver of all good and perfect gifts, unto 
Thee do wo lift our hearts filled with gratitude for the kindness and mercies 
that have followed us through another year and have permitted us to gather 
in this house in annual encampment of our Department Our hearts are 
filled with gratitude as we recall the blessings and gifts of the past year and 
ospooially that we are permitted to gather together here as comrades. But 
as memory brings before us the scenes of the past, and we review the serv- 
ices we were permitted to render on behalf of our beloved country, we real- 
ize that the results of those services have indeed brought light and liberty 
within the reach and the scope of the nations of the earth. 
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We beseech Thee, our Father, that Thy blessing may rest upon us as we 
are gathered here, that Thou wilt keep us in peace and safety and permit 
us to return to our homes in the enjoyment of the pleasures that surround 
our lives. We thank Thee, our Father, that there has been given to us 
again and again the evidence that those that follow us, our sous, arc sons 
of worthy sires, ready to go forth at the call of our country and the behest 
of duty to fulfill obligations to humanity. We thank Thee, our Father, for 
the honor that has come to "Old Glory" in the recent struggle and conflict 
among the nations of the earth ; we thank Thee for the return of our boy« 
from "over there" and for the services rendered by those not called upon to 
cross the seas. We thank Thee for their willingness to go forth in the name 
of our great nation. We beseech Thee to go into the homes of diose that are 
destitute to-day, bring them comfort and sustaining grace which only Thou 
can impart, and as these our boys come back again, there are homes over 
this broad land of ours that will hold not the beaming face of the boys that 
went forth. They lie there among the lilies of France, but the sacrifice has 
been made in a right and just cause. Comfort those that have been left des- 
titute. Let Thy blessing rest upon those of our comrades that are suffering, 
upon the widows and the orphans. Guide our nation, give wisdom to those 
who are making our laws; give wisdom to those who will interpret them, 
give wisdom to those who will execute them. Bless not only our own nation 
but all the nations of the earth, that all men may know Thee as the Prince 
of Peace, Jesus Christ, our Lord, Amen.

Comrades of the Old Army — It seems like an impossibility to thiuk that a 
year has rolled around since our delightful meeting at Danville, on which 
occasion you gave me the distinction and honor of being your department 
commander, which honor I shall ever most gratefully appreciate, and shall 
at all times endeavor to promote the principles upon which our association 
is founded — the diffusion of the principles of fraternity, charity, and loyalty. 
Fraternity towards each other that binds us together as comrades of the 
war that saved^ the Union. Charity for the destitute wards of our great 
nation, caused by that war, and the widows and orphans of our deceased 
comrades. Loyalty to country that binds us to the performance of our duty 
as citizens, ever mindful that we must be "one country under one flag." 
How well we have done our work history will record, but never in the 
history of nations, from the foundation of the world, has there been a more 
faithful body of men to the principles of fraternity and government of the 
people, than the Grand Army of the Republic has been since its organization. 
"Honor and purity in public affairs" has been one of our hard and fast 
principles since the compact of peace and good fellowship between our 
noble Grant and the chivalrous Lee at Appomattox. The anentities and 
bitterness of the struggle were forgotten when the boys of the North 
emptied their haversacks and divided their rations with the boys of the 
South; and our beloved commander-in-chief, the great Lincoln, had already 
said, in view of the end of that great straggle, "with malice toward none 
and charity for all ;" and General Grant soon tliereafter said in words that 
found a lodgment in every soldier's heart, both of the North and the 
South, "Lot us have peace." What little, if any, animosity was left in tiiie 
hearts of the soldiers of the Union and Confederate armies, in the great 
reunion at Gettysburg a few years ago, was entirely obliterated, and "Old 
Glory" waved triumphantly, with undimmed radiance, over the gallant sur- 
vivors of both armies. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

This great festival of memory — ^hallowed and sacred — to keep in our 
minds the sacrifices and courage of our dear departed comrades — ^how we 
love to recall in sweet and soul inspiring reveries their many virtues and 
theil* few faults — always ready to go on the picket line and willing to join a 
forlorn hope, and in time of weariness, full of good cheer and helpful — and 
in the last, when near the end, to be shot in the charge or stricken to 
death with fever. You can recall. them, one by one, 
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"As they lie in their low and narrow tents, 

Where no battle cry can reach them, nor the bugle call them hence ; 

They who for their country's glory in its hour of trial bled. 

Lie in these our years of triumph, with our army of the dead." 

They did not come home with us— many sleep in unknown graves. We 
do well to pause and shed a silent tear, and teach our children and our 
children's children and the generations after them, to ever honor and keep 
alive the memory and sacrifices of the heroes of our great Civil war, who 
gave their precious lives that our nation should not be divided, and our 
flag forever remain unsullied. 

**Their glory shall not be forgot, while fame her record keeps. 
And honor guards the hallowed spot where valor proudly sleeps." 

THE WORLD WAR. 

In the great World War how proudly we of the old army watched the men 
of South Carolina and Georgia marching shoulder to shoulder with the 
men of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, under the Stars and Stripes, proud 
and invincible, as the soldiers of America, to certain victory, thus proving 
that the sons and the grandsons of the men who fought the great battles 
of the Civil War have the same gallant spirit and noble courage that was 
exhibited by their ancestry from the Revolutionary days of Lexington, 
Bunker Hill and Yorktown, to the present time. History in its record of 
these recent and great events will place the American soldiers in the proud 
position they have attained, as soldiers not devoted to conquest, but to the 
principles of human rights, liberty, and justice. The past year has been one 
of most remarkable historical events and achievements. The rule of mili- 
tarism, we hope and believe, has been forever crushed, and the rule of right, 
instead of might, forever firmly established. 

We recognize that these brave* men accomplished for the world at large 
a work equal in result, we hope, to that accomplished by the heroic men 
who wore the "Army Blue" in preserving our glorious Union' and those 
who made the supreme sacrifice and lie in Flanders' fields and other fair 
fields in France shall ever live with their names engraved upon the annals 
of our country and honored by all lovers of human freedom. 

GRAND ARMY AND AUXILIARIES. 
Our organization, it is pleasing to note, notwithstanding the lapse of 
over fifty years, and the great depletion in its ranks, still preserves its 
activity and interest in the affairs of our nation ; and our auxiliary organi- 
zations, the Sons of Veterans, the Woman's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the Daughters of Veterans, are all more 
active and energetic than ever before in their history, and also helpful in 
sustaining the government in the successful prosecution of the World War. 
We shall expect to exchange greetings with these organizations, all of which 
are meeting at the present time in this grand old city of Lancaster, the 
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home, at one time, of the congress of the Revolution. From their fraternal 
delegates we shall learn of their loyalty to country and their devotion to 
the principles of the Grand. Army of the Republic. We owe to each of 
them our grateful thanks and best wishes, and will send them our fraternal 
greetings by delegates spcx'ially selected for that purpose. 

It was our privilege during the past year to visit the Brookville Home 
maintained by the ladies of the Woman's Relief Corps, and found the same 
to be a sph'udid institution : well organized, equipped, and skillfully man- 
aged, caring for and maintaining in a most generous manner the veterans 
of the Civil War, their widows and their children. The same can be said 
of the home established and maintained by the Ladies of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, at Hawkins station, near Pittsburgh, and also, the home in 
the city of Philadelphia. These homes were established for the purpose of 
caring for the widows of veterans of the Civil War, and nothing is left 
undone at these institutions by the good women in charge, or by the organi- 
zations back of them, to promote in every way the care and comfort of the 
scores of worthy i»ersons in their charge. The Daughters of Veterans is a 
new organization, but they will be heard from in the future, we confidently 
[>redict, by reasim of the good work they are now doing, and will continui* 
to do. The Soldiers' Home at Erie is a well cared for institution, and its 
reputation so well established is being maintained ; and the same can be 
said of the Children's school and home at Scotland, Pa. The last two 
named institutions are managed by a commission of our comrades selected 
and appointed by your department commander, and approved by the governor 
of the Commonwealth. It is needless to add the purpose for which they 
were established is being carefully guarded and observed. 

We should frequently visit and fraternize with the Sons of Veterans, 
and they should receive special encouragement in their noble work in main- 
taining their splendid organization. They are most helpful to us in many 
ways, and will continue doing so as no other organization can, if we do 
our duty by them. 

COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS. 

We tako pleasure in recommending that county associations, similar to 
the Grand Army Association of Allegheny County, and the association of 
Philadelphia, be established all over the state. It was our pleasure to spend 
a week as the guest of the (irand Army of Association of Allegheny County, 
and the manner in which the association observed Lincoln's birthday in the 
great Memorial llall in Pittsburgh, is certainly worthy of special mention. 
Clarendon E. Adams, (•ommandei--in-chief, with Albert M. Trimble, adjutant 
general, honored tlie nssociation with their presence. The meeting at 
Memorial llall was indec'd a great patriotic demonstration, and an address 
of unusual merit luul int(H( st was made by the commander-in-chief. Our 
visits to the posts in Pittsburgh were full of enthusiastic greetings from all 
the comrades. Tlie meeting of the veterans of Philadelphia, under the 
leadership of the Philadelphia association, at Willow Grove, was also a 
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notable occasion. At this meeting Senator Smoot of Utah and Comrade 
McElroy of the National Tribune, Washington, D. C, were present. The 
address made by Senator Smoot was a masterly presentation of the work 
of the Grand Army; and his eloquent tribute to the veterans of the Civil 
War and the result of that war, will never be forgotten by those who had 
the privilege and honor of hearing him. The visit of the coijamander-in-chief 
to Philadelphia was also made a memorable occasion, and at the annual 
banquet of the Sons of Veterans he treated the guests to a splendid address, 
and also spoke to the Grand Army ^nd their families at Forest theatre in 
the evening.

During the year seventeen Posts have been disbanded — Posts Nos. 36, 65, 
147. 251, 285, 302, 307, 344, 354, 412, 413, 442, 483, 501, 537, 596, 634. 
In a few instances the comrades remaining in the Posts agreed to disband 
in accordance with the rules and regulations and were furnished transfer 
certificates, but in other cases no record could be obtained. I am glad to 
report that there are at present very few Posts in arrears for reports or per 
capita tax for the past year. Many Posts howevpr have failed to return the 
credential blanks with names of the representatives to the Annual Encamp- 
ment. 

Among the many camp-fires and reunions that have been held, particular 
mention might be made of the Lincoln Birthday Celebrations at Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia, both of which were attended by the Commander-in-Chief 
and yourself, as great demonstrations to the memory of our martyr Presi- 
dent and devotion to country. 
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Memorial Day Hcrvices were as usual conducted under the auspices of 
the Posts, assisted by the Sons of Veterans, who are a great help to many 
Posts; and from personal knowledge of what they have done and are do- 
ing I trust to see Camps organized in every community of our Common- 
wealth, so that in the future they will be able to take our place in conducting 
patriotic exercises that do so much to impress upon tlie minds of every 
one that the privileges and blessings they now enjoy are to a large extent 
owing to the work and example of the veterans of the Civil War. 

The Homes established for the care of the veteran and his wife or widow, 
under the care of tlie Woman's Relief Corps and the Ladies of the G. A. R.

Several hupdred comrades from Pennsylvania attended the National En- 
campment, held at Portland, Oregon. The representatives were present at 
the sessions of the encampment and three hundred comrades marched in 
the parade. 

The department sustained a serious loss in the death of Comrade Charles 
O. Smith, Patriotic Instructor. He was a most zealous and painstaking 
officer.

Comrade : As we gather in our 53rd annual encampment, the first thought 
must naturally be one of gratitude to the Giver of every good and perfect 
gift for His providential care through another year and for the privilege 
of again meeting each other as comrades. 

When we met last year the clouds of war were yet hanging over the 
world. To-day the scene, though not altogether as favorable as might be 
d(vsired, has changed and the nations generally are realizing that a burden 
has been lifted and the prospect of a settled peace is in view. 

From the experiences of the past many things may be learned, the first 
and chief being a faith in the overruling providence of our Father, who 
makes all things work together for good. Our confidence in His purposes 
towards us for the welfare of humanity gives us an assurance of hope that 
out of the turmoil and conflict, as in other days, will ensue that which will 
mean much to the generations which follow. 

No class of people has followed with stronger personal interest the great 
World War tlian those of us, who have passed through stress and storm 
periods and can now look back with satisfaction upon the final outcome of 
our endeavor — a united and prosperous nation. 

Nor will any class of citizens be more cheerfully willing than the Grand 
Army of the Republic to accord praise and honor to "the boys" — largely 
our boys — who have so gallantly won for us and for our country fresh 
laurels of victory and have shown the world what freeman may and can 
do in devotion to the highest ideals and the principles whiclr lie at the foun- 
dation of humanity's hope for the future. 

In reviewing the year now added to the history of our beloved organiza- 
tion, my only regret lies in the fact that my services to and for the com- 
rades have been, apparently, so insignificant. Scattered as we are, all over 
the royal domain of our great Keystone Commonwealth, our services are 
necessarily and largely confined to the localities in which we reside. Noth- 
ing would give us greater pleasure than to be able to render a more general 
and effective service. It was my privilege to attend the reception tendered 
the Department Commander by the posts of Altoona, July 12, 1918. 

The year, 1918, has not passed by without bearing on its tides a goodly 
number of our comrades to the shore, which lies just beyond our vision. 
Wo may trust that they responded : "Here" and reported for yet higher 
and bettor service in God's Universe, in which they who serve are the 
greatest. 
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The number of deaths reported for the year 1918, is 1,018, and may not 
appear so large as in some previous years but it is to be remembered that 
our ranks are thinning so that a comparison of the years would reveal 
that the percentage of deaths is quite as great as in former years and very 
reasonably, we may anticipate, will increase for it is not now so strange 
an experience to say that with one of old : "There is but a step between 
me and death." Surely Bryant's Thanatopsis appeals to us with a mightier 
significance than in former days. 

"So live that when thy summons comes to join 
The innumerable caravan that moves 
To that mysterious realm, where each shall take 
His chamber in the silent halls of death, 
Thou go not as the quarry slave 

***** But sustained and soothed 
By an unfaltering trust, approach thy grave 
Like one who wraps the drapery of his couch 
About him, and lies down to pleasant dreams.'* 

And as we say "good night" here may it be a "good morning" in onr 
Father's house over there. 

Out of a limited experience I wish to direct the attention of the comrades, 
and especially the officers of posts, to a practical duty. The report of our 
Assistant Adjutant General states that there were 454 posts in existence 
during 1918. The department chaplain received Memorial Day reports 
only from 193 posts,^ of which number one had nothing to indicate whence 
it came. Three unfilled blanks were also returned and about eight were 
sent in too late to be included in the report of the chaplain-in-chief, who 
assured me that "Pennsylvania was in the lead." Upon this we may con- 
gratulate ourselves. 

But, comrades, we can and ought to do much better. More than one- 
half of our posts sent no reports. I trust that a much larger number may 
report for the present year. It can be done, if we will. Let me urge it 
upon you as a duty to see to it, not only that the chaplain's report of 
Memorial Day exercises is not only prepared but also sent in promptly so 
that the department chaplain may include it in his report. 

With appreciation of the honor the comrades have bestowed upon me 
and an earnest prayer that a merciful Father may continue to give com- 
fort to the bereaved, strength to the weak and abundant blessings to all, 
I remain.

I. Post Inspections in the past have been conducive of much good but 
owing to the advanced age of the comrades and the reduced membership 
in many Posts it is deemed necessary that a change in the method of in- 
spections should be made at this time. 

II. Post Commanders can arrange for an inspection of the Post — should 
the Post so desire — between September 15th and Pecember 15th. Where an 
inspection is made the occasion should be one of fraternal and social en- 
joyment. 

III. Posts desiring to be inspected by a comrade from an adjacent Post 
should notify the Department Inspector, Adam Calhoun, at these Head- 
quarters, giving the date of inspection, the name and address with number 
of Post of the comrade desired to inspect the Post, when the proper detail 
will be made by the Department Commander. 

IV. Inj cases where no special detail is desired the Post Commander 
may detail a Past Officer or other comrade of the Post to make the inspec- 
tion. 

V. Inspection blanks will be forwarded on request, from these Head- 
quarters. 

In accordance therewith a number of Posts requested that Assistant In- 
spectors be assigned to inspect their Posts. 

To all such requests details of Assistant Inspectors were made and in 
other cases inspection blanks were forwarded upon request, the Post being 
inspected by Post officers.

I saw also large flocks of chickens and turkeys on the farms around 
about here. These can be had to supply the old soldiers with chicken and 
turkey, of which the old fellows are said to be so fond that when they were 
on the march during the Rebellion in the enemy's country they always sup- 
plied themselves without asking the owner's permission. These chickens and 
turkeys can be had without putting the old fellows to the trouble of taking 
them from the roosts at night. 

Oh, tell your comrades to come to Indiana for next year's Encampment. 
We want them. We will treat them as well, indeed better, than we did or 
tried to do in 1914, five years ago.

Moved and seconded that Indiana be selected as the place for our next

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

The Department Commander declared Indiana as the place selected for 
the next Annual Encampment. 

COMRADE C. H. WM. RUHE : I wish to repeat what I said one year 
ago at Danville and to emphasize what Comrade Bengough said a little while 
ago in reference to the selection of delegates to the National Encampment. 
I say the comrades should be careful in their selection of delegates and select 
only such men as would attend tlie Encampment. At Portland, Oregon, 3000 
miles away, Pennsylvania had a fine representation, and you who chose that 
representation which represented the Department of Pennsylvania at that 
time, I hope you will recognize the services of those comrades and again 
elect such representatives as you know wilH represent the Department of 
Pennsylvania in person at the Encampment to, be held at Columbus, Ohio.

Wednesday, 2 P. M. 

Tlie Department Encampment was called to order by the Department Com- 
mander at the designated hour. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Comrades, our Patriotic Instructor has 
a few words to say to you. 

PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR CAMPBELL STANTON : Comrades, I am 
glad to be able to look you in the face and tell you verbally what I could 
not tell you in my report. For some time I have had constantly before me 
the thought that it wns daily becoming more and more important to have 
patriotic instruction included in the teachings of our schools, and that the 
only way to permanently bring that about was to get an amendment to the 
school law making it a part of our school curriculum. 

That amendment was made by Comrade John Lawlor, of Post No. 3. It 
has passed the House. It is in the Senate. It has passed the second read- 
ing, and if it has not passed the third reading by this hour, it will before 
tomorrow morning. It will then only require the signature of the Governor. 
I will state briefly the amepdwcnt, an^ I Wievc you will agpree aj8 to the 
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propriety and wisdom of this law : The State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction shall prescribe a course of instruction conducive to the spread of 
loyalty and devotion to the state and national institutions which shall be 
taught in all the public school of the state. 

Comrades, while we have taught the lessons of patriotism ever since the 
days of the war, we are growing old, and it is a source of great gratification 
and satisfaction to have a law of this kind passed now. Think of the uni- 
versality of this law — it means that in every school throughout the State of 
Pennsylvania patriotism will be taught tlie same as reading and writing. It 
is a splendid work we have accomplished. 

Your Patriotic Instructor will get in touch with the new Superintendent 
of Education and will embody what we have here and some other things that 
are in contemplation so that they can begin school on September first with 
that a part of their curriculum ; then we will bring the matter before the 
parochial schools and they will also make it a part of their curriculum, and 
so throughout the State of Pennsylvania real patriotism will be taught so 
that our boys and girls and the strangers within our gates will be more thor- 
oughly imbued with patriotism, reverence and love for our country and our 
flag than they have ever been before, and this will go on and on as long as 
life lasts. 

Another thing, it will only be a shoiit time until all the other states will 
follow the lead of Pennsylvania, and in the not distant future all over the 
United States this will become part of the educational curriculum of the 
people of the public schools. (Applause.) 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the Encampment 

•the report of the committee on the Address of the Department Commander 

and the Reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, 

which, upon motion, was adopted as read. 

Lancaster, Pa., June 11, 1919. 
To the Department Encampment : 

The committee to whom was referred the address of the Department Com- 
mander and the reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Com- 
manders, have carefully read the same and heartily approve the fraternal 
and patriotic spirit expressed by these oflBcers. 

Their devotion to duty and furthering the best interests of the Department 
of Pennsylvania and the Grand Army of the Republic are highly commend- 
able and merit our highest praise. 

Your committee heartily approves of the rc^commendation of Department 
Commander Hicks for the establishment of County Grand Army Associa- 
tions by the Posts wherever available similar to those organized in Phila- 
delphia and Allegheny County. Such Associations are quite beneficial in 
determining questions pertaining to the welfare of our organization.

COMRADE H. Q. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : Comrades, I think this 
a good suggestion, inasmuch as we have a little time on our hands to await 
the tickets that are being printed for these contests. That time could be 
utilized by some of you comrades saying something for the good of the order, 
or whatever you might desire. 

COMRADE H. E. PAINE, Post No. 139: The best thing that I know of 
for the good of our order in this department is to encourage the small posts 
not to surrender their charters. It is too bad that posts that have a mem- 
bership, or did have at their last inspection, of 15 to 20, some of them 22 
or 23, should surrender their charter, and thus throw on to the other posts 
the expense and added labors on Memorial Day. I know a post that during 
the year surrendered their charter without consulting the strong post in their 
neighborhood, and before we knew it they had surrendered their charter. 
They had a membership of over 20. What was the result? The result was 
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that the stronger post in the neighborhood had to supply the funds, the flags 
and the flowers for the remembrance of their comrades on Memorial Day. 
If they had retained that charter, the Commissioner of Lackawanna County 
would have paid them $50 for their expenses on Memorial Day. By the sur- 
render of that charter, that $50 was lost and the burden fell on another 
p«>st. Furthermore, there were cemeteries in the jurisdiction of that post 
(and one iff them tliat 1 know well has 24 comrades buried there) where 
there wasn't a flower or a flag put on the graves this Memorial Day by reas- 
(»H of the surrender of their charter. When that came to the knowledge of 
the post that I belong to, we sent the flags by express up to that neighbor- 
liood and got the patriotic women to go and decorate those graves. On the 
other hand, there is another post in that county with only three members, but 
they are holding their charter, and we are mightly glad of it ; they are made 
of the right kind of stuff. 

Now, I know of another post up in Monroe County that surrendered their 
charter, and there is now not a post in the county. These things are too 
bad. I received a notification from the State Normal School to go there and 
address their schools, and when I was there I visited the post and the boys 
and found they only meet occasionally, and I said to them, "Why don't you 
get together and do your work," and they said, "Oh, we are getting so old." 
And I said, "You are getting no older than we are in Scranton," and I un- 
derstand that since that time they have surrendered their charter. It is too 
bad there is now no patriotic organization in that community, and I think 
that every strong post that can encourage a weaker post in their neighbor- 
hood should do so. There is an obligation resting upon them to do it. 

There is another thing that I regret, and that is that within the last few^ 
years the Department Commanders have been unable to visit many of the 
posts in the county seat of the counties, posts that have a membership of 25, 
HO or 40, and tliey are holding on. Those posts need encouragement mure 
than tlie strong posts in Harrisburg, Scranton, Wilkes-Barre, Philadelphia 
or any other of the large cities. I know that many of our Department Com- 
manders have not been able to reach these posts; they have had to follow 
the line of least resistance ; they are getting old as well as the rest of us, 
and therefore, if the department oflicers are unable to visit these posts it 
should "fall on the stronger posts in the neighborhood to render such assist- 
ance and encourage these sipaller posts to continue because they are the 
patriotic rallyi„j' center and people will follow them and attend to the ob- 
servance of Memorial Day and visit the schools, and therefore, I feel that 
many should not surrender their charters; that one of the best things that 
the stronger posts can do is to encourage these smaller posts to hold on, and 
if there is one thing that will work for the good of the order, I think that 
is it. (Applause.) 

(COMRADE HENRY C. SAYRES, Post No. 8G7 : Commander, there are 
seven or eight posts in our county that I have been trying my best to en- 
courage and get them to do their work, some of them haven't had an election 
but once in four years, and still tliey draw their $?0 out of the County Cora- 
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missioners' office and take it home and don't know what they do with the 
money. I have been trying my best to get them to come to the central post 
at Waynesburg, and we offered them all the assistance we could, but they 
won't come, and more than that they won't pay a dollar dues, but they still 
draw the money. We go to a great expense ourselves ; we put our hands in 
our pockets and see that the graves are decorated and everthing taken care 
of, but I do wish there was some way to make these other posts do their 
duty. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Comrades, it is very important to us, 
and it h^s been suggested to me by personal experience, that we want to 
give every Grand Army man, as far as we can, a burial with the ritual of 
our order read over his remains. My attention was called to this about a 
month ago. Comrade Foust, a member of the Williamsburg post, desired 
to be buried with the Grand Army service. We couldn't get anybody to go 
and bury dear Comrade Foust out there in the country. I traveled from 
Altoona to Williamsburg, and at Williamsburg I met Comrade Patterson, 
the commander of Post 426, and we drove eight miles out into the country 
on a stormy day, and there we had, just he and I, the Grand Army service 
read at the grave of dear old Comrade Foust, and the gratitude of that fam- 
ily, and the gratitude of the people in that neighb(»rhood at having the <5rand 
Army service repeated over the grave of that dear old man, over eighty years 
of age, I shall never forget as long as 1 live. 

Now, comrades, if there are only two of you together, let me beg of you to 
perform that service, and I really would undertake to do it myself if I were 
in the neighborhood and the only one and would go through tJie service as 
well as I could rather than let a comrade be buried without the repeating of 
our beautiful ritual as taken from our Grand Army service. 

("OMRADE P. R. REIFER, Post No. 570 : I was impressed with the re- 
marks of Comrade Paine, and would like to let the comrades know that Post 
No. 576 of Soutli Easton is still in existence with five members, and we had 
one of the finest Memorial Days in South Easton that they have had for a 
number of years. The Sons of Veterans co-operated with us in making it a 
succM'Ss and it was a banner day in our little town. 

1 don't believe the Grand Army really realize that South Easton has a 
(Jrand Army Post. We have never seen a department officer in that neigli- 
borhood ; though I have met the Department Commander and other officers 
at Post No. 217. 

Now, comrades, it only requires a little energetic movement on everybody's 
part to keep these charters alive. I am 75 years of age, but I keep the list 
of the graves of the soldiers and I go out each year and help decorate the 
graves, put on flowers and flags, and will do it every year as long as the 
(Jreat Man above permits me to do it. Don't surrender your charters, boys ; 
put your shoulders to the wheel until the final day. 

We would like to see a Department officer in our vicinity s(mie day; we 
would enjoy having them at our Post; it would encourage us, and it is 
this sort of thing that will keep the Grand Army alive. (Applause.) 
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COMRADE F. H. HOY, Post No. 58 : There is a very important matter 
that I think should be brought before the Department in order that we may 
have proper legislation. The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, at a session 
of the Legislature, some years ago passed an act to give $75 for the burial 
of a soldier's widow. Many of the counties of this commonwealth are paying 
only $50. They claim the reason for that is that the body of the bill as 
revealed does not change the title. Some counties are paying $75 for the 
burial of a soldier's widow; our county pays but $50, and yet, under the 
law, even if the body of the bill does not change the title, it says that $75 
should be paid for the proper burial of a soldier's widow, and if it is nec- 
essary for the body of that bill to change the title, it should be looked after 
at once. 

POST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER J. ANDREW WILT: I am glad 
this subject was mentioned. Bradford County pays but $50, not alone be- 
cause of the title, but the last section of the act as it stands now says the 
County Commissioners shall pay a sum not exceeding, &c., so that there is 
an inconsistency ; one section reads 75, another section $50, besides the 
title of the title of the act they hold it unconstitutional. I wrote to the 
members of the legislature also to our senators and they promised me 
they would look after it. I think it would be well for a committee of the 
Grand Army of the Republic of this Department to go to Harrisburg and 
see that that act is so amended as to make it beyond question they shall pay 
$75 for the burial of the widow as well as they do the soldier. 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : In all matters where you 
desire to get results, you must be practical yourself. That information that 
comes from the comrade from Post 58 is important and should have prompt 
action. I move you, Department Commander, that the incoming Department 
Commander select a committee of five comrades in the immediate vicinity 
of Harrisburg so there may be no expense on this Department, with direc- 
tions from this Encampment to see to the preparation of ojx amendment of 
that bill at Harrisburg, and with the authority of this Encampment to press 
its adoption and enactment to a conclusion, having the committee furnished 
by the Adjutant General of this Department with a copy of the action of this 
Encampment at this time, and then we will get an amendment to the bill 
and get that straightened out. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. T. POWELL: I do not 
understand how it is that that law which was passed could only apply to 
some counties. Now, in Allegheny County we have no trouble at all ; there 
is no question raised there ; the county commissioners pay $75 for the burial 
of a widow. 

COMRADE F. H. HOY, Post No. 58 : It is a misconception. The act 
says the county commissioners may expend the sum of $50, and immediately 
beneath that it states that the county commissioners are hereby directed and 
instructed to expend the sum of $75. 
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COMRADE J. W. KAUFFMAN, Post No. 44 : We have the same trouble 
in Huntingdon County. Our commissioners allow $50. It is altogether a 
construction of the law, as has been explained by one of the comrades, an 
error in the construction of the bill, and the commissioners l^ave the option 
of paying $50 or $75. Therefore, if it is the sense of this meeting that that 
law should be amended, and a committee appointed for that purpose. I think 
that law should be changed at once, and at this session, to read $75 for the 
widow, and obviate that confusion that exists between the counties all over 
the state. 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : That is the purpose of 
my resolution, and I want to say this, whoever is elected Department Com- 
mander will select this committee. I said the comrades should be in the 
vicinity of Harrisburg to save expenses. But I think Comrade John Lawlor 
of Post No. 3, should be appointed ; he is a member of the legislature and 
will stir them up and get it done right. 

COMRADE PHILIP CONWAY, Post No. 5: I want to call your atten- 
tion to another feature of this. In Philadelphia the commissioners have 
fixed a limit of five days for the application of this money ; if we don't ap- 
ply for it within five days, they won't pay it. We have had two cases of 
that kind in our post. I have put in a resolution calling attention to this 
fact, and I hope the committee will take this matter up, and take up the 
extension of the rule of the office in Philadelphia so as to allow a longer time. 

COMRADE SAMUEL E. GILL, Post No. 117: I call your attention to 
the fact that in this matter you cannot afford to delay at all. There are 
two ways of getting it before the legislature, unanimous consent in the house 
or presentation to the Senate, and it ought to be done next week if you want 
it attended to during this session. 

COMMANDER H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : As soon as this De- 
partment elects its commander, that soon will this action be taken. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER, THOMAS H. COLE, presented 
and read to the Encampment the report of the Committee on the Report of 
the Assistant Adjutant General, which, upon motion was adopted as read.

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DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN FORGEUS : I wish to caU the attention 
of the comrades to the closing paragraphs of the report of your Department 
Chaplain on page 98 of the reports, stating there that out of the 454 posts 
reported by the Adjutant General only 193 posts reported to the Department 
Chaplain, and several of those reports were so indefinite that they were no 
good. I have sent in a supplemental report biecause so many of them were 
received later than required by the Chaplain. Now, comrades, I believe we 
can do better, and I ask that you urge upon your chaplain the necessity of 
making a report of the Memorial Day exercises. There is no reason why 
they should delay sending in their reports. Urge them to do this so we may 
still keep Pennsylvania in the lead. 

OFFICER OF THE DAY: Department Commander, a committee from 
the Woman's Relief Corps is waiting at the outpost to be received.

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Comrades, I have the pleasure, of pre- 
senting to you the delegates from the Woman's Relief Corps. Mrs. Chapman 
will now speak to us. 

MRS. DR. CHAPMAN: Commander and comrades, we are hearing much 
of late about the new day, and new work, and new problems that confront 
us, but when we examine into all this, we find that it is only the problem 
of the hour that has to be solved. You who have gone through a reconstruc- 
tion period know something of the difficulties and struggles before the great 
work was accomplished. There is a different condition to-day, but there 
are different people. Through the discipline and development of the past 
fifty years, we arc a new people with greater abilities than ever lived be- 
fore, and as our work comes before us to-day, it requires the same loyalty, 
the same fidelity, the same faithfulness that you and your comrades exer- 
cised at the time you struggled through those eventful days. 

And now, representing your auxiliary, I come to present the report of the 
work accomplished during the past year, and while we may give you in fig- 
ures a resume of what we have done, there is a new work because there are 
things we must do now that did not come up in the earlier years, but I want 
to assure you that your auxiliary has not lost memory. They know now who 
saved the nation during that time ; they know not only their duty in re- 
lieving your less fortunate comrades, but they know their duty to your sons, 
your grandsons and your neighbors' sons who have gone out to defend the 
principles of liberty and freedom, and I ask you not to forget that your 
daughters, your granddaughters and your neighbors' daughters have not only 
knitted and saciificed and served for those in the training camps on this side 
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but they have gone across the seas, they have driven ambulances, they have 
served in base hospitals and the cause of humnity over seas, and so while we 
have not given up the work of relief, while we have not given up the teaching 
of the principles of the flag you defended, but we have entered upon that 
community work, that work of public morals which the Government of the 
United States has appealed to us to engage in. We have taken up the work 
of Americanization and many of those things which I am sure you are glad 
to have accomplished.

I know you will allow me at the beginning of my few 
remarks to express to you my very great pleasure at being permitted for 
the first time to look into the faces of the men composing the Department 
of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic. It has been my pleasure, it 
was my pleasure as Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans, to meet 
with and to greet thousands of your comrades in the various department 
encampments held during the pear 1914, but I was denied the privilege and 
the pleasure, which would have been the greatest privilege and pleasure, that 
of attending the encampment of the greatest Department of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, because you are from the greatest State of this great United 
States, the Department of Pennsylvania, of which my father was a member 
during his lifetime. 

Comrades, I come to you as the Chairman of the Fraternal Relations 
committee of the order of your Sons, to convey to you their expression of 
love and devotion to you because of what you have done for us and for our 
country. We come to you as your sons, and I know it is not necessary for 
me to say that as your sons we have but one desire, and that is that we may 
meet the reasonable expectations of your honorable organization in any 
service you may ask of us, in any duty that you may assign to us. We are 
truly desirous of being of practical assistance to the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and if we have failed, may I not say, comrades of my father, that 
it is because you have not asked enough of us, because I know that we are 
truly desirous of doing anything that you may ask of us. 

In previous years, in addressing the members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, I have been wont to refer to them as the men who saved the na- 
tion. To-day, comrades, fifty-four years after the close of that great con- 
flict, in tlie providence of (^od, you are permitted to meet and I am privileged 
to address you not as the men who saved this nation but truly as the men, 
who because of your services from '61 to '65 and because of the lives that 
you have lived from '65 to 1918, made possible the saving of the world by 
our boys over there last year. (Applause.) I say this, comrades, because 
liad it not been for the boys of the Northland in the dreadful and dark days 
of '61 to '65 who preserved that flag, who prevented any stars being taken 
from its blue, this nation could not have been saved as a nation, reaching 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from the Gulf to the Lakes, but you settled 
once and forever the question as to whether or not this should be the United 
States of America or forty-eight different states. (Applause.) And because, 
comrades, you settled that in the way you did and in a way even the boys 
who wore the gray afterwards were truly grateful to Almighty God that you

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were the victors because we were again a united nation, the sons of the men 
who wore the blue and their grandsons, and the sons and grandsons of the 
men who wore the gray, under the leadership of "Jack Pershing," on the 
other side fought .again as you fought, saved again that great flag as you 
had saved it, and as you had made this country undivided, so the sons of 
you and your comrades and of the boys who fought against you on the other 
side, fought the good fight that again brought our beloved banner home to 
us victorious in this world's greatest war and made the world a safe and 
decent place in which to live. (Applause.) 

EDWARD M. AMIES, Past Commander-in-Chief: Commander and com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I do not know that I can add 
one word to what the chairman of our committee has said. He has fully 
covered the feelings and the spirit of all of the members of the Sons of Vet- 
erans. We deem it a great heritage that comes to us by reason of being 
your sons. We are the blood of your blood, the bone of your bone, and by 
reason of that we feel that all that you fought for in the days of '61 to '65 
comes to us honestly and truly. We believe that we have in us as far as 
possible the power to amplify and carry out the principles upon which your 
order is founded. 

We come to you as your sons, laying at your feet the best that is within 
us, and promising you and pledging you that when the time comes that your 
labors are finished, you may rest assured the great order of the Sons of Vet- 
erans stands ready, with all the principles which you have taught us, to tak<! 
hold of your work and carry it on and on until its final culmination. I thank 
you. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Will Past Commander-in-Chief Patter- 
son say a few words to the committee that has visited us. 

PAST COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF PATTERSON : Comrades (I call you 
"Comrades" because I have met you frequently in the past all over this 
country when I was Commander-in-Chief. I met your organization every- 
where and found them right up to the front in the work of fraternity, char- 
ity and loyalty, and I found you on the ground in supporting the principles 
of the Grand Army of the Republic and in what it stood for in all the years 
of its existence. Your organization, as I understood it then, was growing in 
numbers, was increasing in its organizations, and I found that all over this 
country the Sons of Veterans was regarded as the natural successor of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. You and all others understand that the Grand 
Army of the Republic will have no successor, but the Sons of Veterans have 
been following closely on our heels in doing the sort of work the Grand Army 
stands for, and we feel sure that when this work falls into your hands, it 
will not be lowered in its results. 

I want to thank the members of your order for the cordial support I re- 
ceived from your organization while I was traveling through this country. 
I met with the most cordial receptions in all parts of the country when I 
was representing the Grand Army of the Republic and your Commander-in- 
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Chief was representing your organization. We met on the platform in many 
states, and the sentiment expressed by your Chairman this afternoon was 
expressed on all these occasions, and I felt, and the Grand Army of the Re- 
public felt that we had noble support in the great efforts of your organization 
in our behalf. 

CHAIRMAN JOHN E. SAUTTER : Commander Hicks and comrades, it 
is a pleasure to have with us to-day the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of 
Veterans, Captain Francis Callahan, one of our good brothers from Phila- 
delphia. We want to leave him with you just a few moments in his official 
capacity, and with j^our permission the committee will retire, thanking you 
for this cordial reception. 

The Committee from the Sons of Veterans were escorted from the plat- 
form.

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, I present to you the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans, who is a citizen of the State of 
Pennsylvania. It was my privilege to attend a reception to him in the City 
of Philadelphia, and I know he lives in the affections and in the hearts of 
the good people of that city. It affords me much pleasure to introduce him 
to you. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF, FRANCIS CALLAHAN : Past Commander 
in Chief Patterson, Commander Hicks, and members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic: In my travels throughout the United States since I became 
Commander-in-Chief, one important point has been brought home to me, and 
that is that the Sons of Veterans are growing closer and closer to the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Your successors? Never! There is no organization 
that will ever be able to become your successor. The Sons of Veterans and 
other allied organizations may go far in perpetuating your memory and your 
great deeds performed in years gone by, but they can never take your places 
in the ranks of the Grand Army of the Republic. When the last member 
of that great patriotic organization responds to the call of the great Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Universe, then that great organization of the Grand 
Army of the Republic passes away. But, boys, there is a great work before 
you all before you pass away. The Sons of Veterans is an organization 
that is not as strong as it ought to be, and you as a body of men have 
groat piTstigo and great influence in the localities in which you live and 
could help us very much. Instead of an organization of about 55,000 or 
60,000, why our organization should number 250,000 or 300,000. That 
could be done by your will and by your efforts. I have expressed myself in 
that manner at every Grand Army Encampment in every state that I 
have visited, and I have been assured that the comrades when they went 
back to their homes would go to work and organize camps of the Sons of 
Veterans, that they would endeavor to have their offspring become members 
of that organization. You surely realise what a large foreign element 
is coming to our shores and forming themselves into unions for the purpose 
of overthrowing and destroying the work which you have accomplished, and 
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it is not only your duty, but it is ours, as the Sous of V^tewawB, -with the 
Ladies of the G. A. R., the Woman's Relief Corps, the Auxiliary to the 
Sons of Veterans and the Daughters of Veterans, .to reaefa and inculcate 
into the minds and hearts of the children of these foreigners who come to 
our shores the true principles of Americanism. And I am going to say to 
you right now, and I am going to express myself forcibly, which I have done 
in every part of the United States where I have been, — that any foreigner 
who comes to our shores who does not want to become a citizen of the 
United States and swear allegiance to the "Stars and Stripes", has no 
right to thrive or prosper upon our soil under the protection of this 
American Government. Boys, that is your duty! In your various local- 
ities, you have seen to it that the principle of true Americanism has been 
carried out. Help us to carry on your work. 

I am not going to detain you longer, but I want at this time to bring 
you greetings of the Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veteirans. 
(Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Comrade Callahan, it has been a great 
pleasure to this Encampment to have this special visit from the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans. What you have said to us, I assure you, 
will find a lodging place in the heart of every true member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

The Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans was escorted from the 
platform. 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the- Encampment 
the report of the Comn^ittee appointed to convey greetings to the Sons of 
Veterans, which, upon motion, was adopted as read.

Your Committee appointed for the purpose of conveying the greetings of 
the Department of Pennsylvania to the Sons of Veterans herewith report 
that we have performed the duties assigned to us by appearing before them 
in regular session at the Brunswick Hotel. 

The greetings were conveyed by all the comrades of your committee, and 
were happily responded to by one of the Past Commanders of the Sons of 
Veterans, and by one of their distingished members, Comrade Kephart, now 
a Judge of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania.

COMRADE JAMES M. REED, Post No. 276 : 1 am here for the purpose 
of making a statement in regard to my candidacy for Junior Vice Department 
Commander. There is nothing that would please me better than to hold an 
office in^ the Department of Pennsylvania; I would esteem it the greatest 
honor of my life, no matter what the office would be. We have never been 
recognized in the Department of Pennsylvania with an office of any kind, 
and while I thank my comrades for nominating me for this office, I am going 
to withdraw my name as a candidate for Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander in favor of Comrade Wannop, of Philadelphia. I thank you again. 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : I move you, Department 
Commander, that the Assistant Adjutant General cast the vote of the 
Encampment for Comrade Wannop, of Post No. 6, for Junior Vice Depart- 
ment Commander. Motion seconded and agreed to. 

The Assistant Adjutant General cast the vote of the Encampment for 
Comrade A. B. Wannop, of Post No. 6, Philadelphia, for Junior Vice 
Department Commander. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : I now declare Comrade A. B. Wannop, 
of Post No. 6, elected Junior Vice Department Commander for the ensuing 
year. 

The Encampment then went into an election for Department Commander, 
and on completion of the vote, adjourned until Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock. 



Thursday, 10 A. M., June 12, 1919. 

The Encampment was called to order by the Department Commander. 

DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN: Our Father, once again we are placed 
under renewed obligations because of Thy continued care and mercy. Let 
Thy blessing rest upon us until we come to the closing session of our encami»- 
ment. W^c thank Thee, our Father, that so many of us have been permitted 
to gather together to attend to the business of this great Department. We 
ask Thy blessing upon the officers that are going out and those that are 
coming in that Thou wilt so guide and direct our order that we may walk 
in Thy grace until Thou shalt at last say to us, "Well done, good and 
faithful servant, enter thou into the joy of Thy Lord." Let Thy blessing 
rest again, we beseech Thee, our Father, upon the homes that are desolate, 
upon the homes of our comrades, upon the homes of those who may never 
see the boys come back again from the other side. Give them the comfort 
of Thine own grace and word of truth. Give us wisdom, guide us and direct 
all who arc in power and authority, lead them in Thy ways, and bless us 
until we reach that great encampment of eternity, we ask it in the name 
of Christ, our Lord, Amen. 
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ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL : When the tickets for representa- 
tives to the National Encampment arc distributed, the election board will be 
at the end of the hall so you can deposit your ballots as you go out. It will 
be impossible to have this vote counted and announcement made during the 
sessions of the encampment, so an announcement will have to be made in a 
General Order to this efEect. It has been impossible to get these tickets 
printed any earlier; we hoped to get them last night, but as you see, they 
are not here yet. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : Among the many pleasing things that 
have happened at these meetings of our Encampment, among the delightful 
associations of the year that is now drawing to a close as far as the Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania is concerned, we have one very pleasant duty to 
perform, and that I shall perform at once. 

(The Department Commander carries to the front of the platform the 
magnificent silk American flag presented by the Ladies of the G. A. R. to the 
Department of Pennsylvania at the Campfire last evening.) 

It was remarked last year that our flag that was carried at the head of 
our Department in that great Encampment at Portland, Oregon, was not 
sufficiently fresh and beautiful to fully emphasize the dignity of this great 
Department, so the ladies of our families, the Ladies of the G. A. R., decided 
among themselves that they would have a suitable flag made and presented 
to our Department, and last night, you will remember, Mrs. Marron, who is 
at the head of the Ladies of the G. A. R., presented this beautiful flag to 
the Department of Pennsylvania. 

I might have gone into a great description of our glorious flag but time 
did not permit and the occasion was not there for me to do it, under the cir- 
cumstances, but I received it on your behalf with a grateful heart, for I 
know how many of you have suffered in following this dear flag that we 
prize so much. I now turn it over to the Assistant Adjutant General for 
deposit at our Headquarters in Philadelphia, and I promised the ladies on 
your behalf that it would be present not only at every Department Encamp- 
ment but also at every National Encampment. (Applause.) 

ASSISTANT ADJUTANT GENERAL : Department Commander, I ac- 
cept this flag from your hands, and assure you that it will be deposited in the 
Headquarters of the Grand Army of the Republic at Philadelphia, and will be 
preserved there in a case ; and it will be taken to every Department Encamp- 
ment and to the National Encampments, as you have promised the ladies. 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : The proper procedure at 
this time is to pass a resolution of thanks to the Ladies of the G. A. R. for 
this magnificent present. I want that resolution drafted right — that the 
thanks of this Department be returned to the Ladies of the G. A. R., and the 
Assistant Adjutant General is directed to so inform the ladies. I therefore 
make the motion as I have suggested. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 
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DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: I appoint a committee consisting of 
Past-Commander-in-Chief Patterson and Past Department Commander Fair- 
man to draw up a proper resolution to put on the minutes of the Encamp- 
ment. 

COMRADE W. F. HAMBRIGHT, Post No. 405: I. rise to a question of 
privilege: it is that I be permitted to introduce a resolution without its 
being presented to the Committee on Resolutions. If you will grant me that 
privilege, I will read it. It is in reference to the convalescence of a Past 
Department Commander of this city. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER FAIRMAN : I move the privi- 
lege of the floor l)e granted Comrade Hambright. 
Motion seconded and agreed to. 

COMRADE W. F. HAMBRIGHT : The resolution is as follows : 

"Lancaster, Pa., June 12, 1919. 

Whereas, The Comrades of this Department of the Grand Army of the 
Republic have learned with deep regret of the illness and disability of Past 
Department Commander, Captain Wm. D. Stauffer, of this city, who was 
Department Commander in 1897-98. 

Therefore be it resolved, That the Assistant Adjutant General convey 
to Comrade Stauffer the sympathy of his comrades, with the hope that he 
may speedily recover, and that his declining days may be full of sunshine 
and good cheer."

COMRADE CHARLES C. TAYLOR, Post No. 46: If you will permit 
me, I wish to make a motion, but before making the motion, I wish to make 
a few remarks. 

First, I wish to thank the comrades at this convention who stood by me 
and cast tlieir ballot for me, but this morning I am somewhat like the boy 
who went to make his confession to the priest (with no disrespect to any 
religion). He said, "Father I committed a great crime, I wish to make a 
confession." "What kind of a crime, my son," asked the priest. "Oh, all 
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the crimes on the calendar," said the boy. ''What was this great crime, 
was it murder?'- "No, it was not murder," and the priest replied, "My son. 
you go away and reflect upon this sin, and come back here in a week and 
tell me about it." So the boy went out of the church and met his friend 
Jim on the way to church to make his confession, and the boy asked him, 
"Did you commit murder, because murder trials arc not on and won*t be 
up for a week." (Laughter.) 

I have a confession to make to this department, and an acknowledgment 
that I consider the election which has just taken place has been one of the 
fairest elections ever taken in this department, apparently on the surface, 
for a number of years, and I am perfectly satisfied and I will submit 
gracefully to it, and 1 pledge you my word and honor as a Grand Army 
man and as a comrade that I will- be as goo<l a Grand Army man if I live 
for the next 42 years as I have been in the last 42.

I want to say to the comrades of this Department that I will try to do my 
duty to the best that lies within me. I am not an orator, but from the 
bottom of my heart I want to thank you for the great honor you have con- 
ferred upon me. Many honors have come to me, some of them from the 
greatest organizations in this country, but I regard this as the highest honor 
that can come to any comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic or a 
soldier. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS H. COLE: The 
splendid comradeship with which Comrade Taylor has received his defeat 
proves that he is a better comrade than even I thought, and I have always 
regarded him highly. In addition to being a good comrade he is a darned good 
sport! A man who can accept a defeat in the spirit in which he has re- 
ceived his is a man with a future before him. I am glad that I am a friend 
of Comrade Taylor, and I am glad he has justified my confidence in his good 
judgment and common sense. (Applause.)

This refers to an act now pending before the Legislature of Pennsylvania 
in regard to Memorial Halls. ♦ 

Our decision in that while we favor the erection of memorial halls and 
their maintenance, as the bill has already been passed and is now before the 
Senate, it seems unnecessary to appoint a committtee to act in this matter. 
We therefore deem it inadvisable now to take any action. 

COMRADE H. E. PAINE, Post No. 139 : As the author of this resolu- 
tion, I ask to be heard regarding it, and request that it be laid aside. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER L. F. ARENSBERG: I just 
caught a gist of that resolution regarding Memorial Halls, and I wish to 
state to the comrades that Bill 713 introduced into the House was not quite 
complete in some respects, but it was amended in the Senate ^and passed the 
Senate, making provision for the erection of Memorial Halls in the various 
counties of the State, and that has passed the Senate. It will have to go to 
the House for concurrence, which I have no doubt will be granted as I have 
interviewed a number of the members of the House and the Senate, and the 
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Governor is favorable to the bill, and I have 'no doubt will sign it. It is 
therefore not necessary to urge any further legislation at this time. I think 
we will get what we want in that bill. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER PATTERSON: We will leave 
that to the last. 



No. 4. 

This resolution relates to the funds paid by the County Commissioners 
towards the burial of deceased soldiers and their widows. In some cases the 
amount paid is only $50, in other cases $75. 

As this seems to be a purely local matter, the committee believe that the 
comrades can take up the matter in their own locality with their own county 
commissioners, and that the matter should be referred to 'the local associa- 
tions for action. 



No. 5. 



Here is a matter presented in regard to the Hampton Home, Hampton, 
Va. During tlie emergency of the World War the old veterans were removed 
from this home to other places, and this paper requests action to the end 
that these veterans be returned to the home. 

Your committee recommend that this matter be referred to the National 
Encampment.

No. 6. 



Here is a preamble and resolution adopted by Post No. 117 of Pittsburgh 
before the last Encampment. The action of the committee at that time was 
to definitely postpone the matter. 

"Whereas, The Grand Army of the Republic was organized to promote 
Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and 

Whereas, No other organization is so well fitted to promote patriotism or 
has so fully the 8ynH>atiiy and confidence of all the people of our beloved 
country, and 

Whereas, We are .Mpproacliiiig xcry near the time when our Grand Army 
must pass out of existenc- nndor its constitution and rules unless steps shall 
soon be taken to prevent that much to be deplored result, and 

Whereas, Our sons and our grandsons now baring their breasts to the 
enemy in defense of liberty and humanity are our natural and worthy suc- 
cessors, 

Now Therefore be it R« solved, that we petition our Department Encamp- 
ment, our National Encampment, and our National Officers to take tmctk 
action as may be necessary, and under such regulations as they may deem 
wise, to make eligible to membership in the Grand Army of the Republic, 
honorably discharged soldiei*s and sailors who have taken part in the wars 
of the United States against foreign or domestic foes in the defense of liberty 
and humanity and thus, provide for the perpetuation of the Grand Army 
as a continuing force for Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty and the most 
potent factor in our fair land for the promotion of that true patriotism with- 
out which our liberties cannot be maintained." 
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The committee disapproves of this proposition and asks that it be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

COMRADE W. F. HAMBRIGHT, Post No. 405: I move that the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions be approved by this convention. 

COMRiVDE SAMUEL E. GILL, Post No. 117 : I am the author of tliis 
preamble and resolution. The statement has been made that this matter 
was brought before the Encampment at Danville and that it was indefinitely 
postponed. I understood, of course, that it was only postponed, and that it 
is pi-operly before this meeting. 

I want to disclaim any personal feeling in this matter. My sole object, 
as 1 Iwlieve the sole object of everj' comrade here, is the good of the order 
and the good of our country. The permanence of our union and the perpetu- 
ation of the principles of our order, I believe the original intentions were of 
the founders of this organization of ours. Those of you who have studied 
tlie question, who have read the preamble and the rules and regulations will 
remember that the "soldiers, sailors and marines of the Civil War that they 
do unite to | form a permanent organization." They then stated their reasons 
for forming this permanent organization, and their purpose, among other 
things, was to maintain the union of states, the allegiance to our constitution, 
loyalty to the flag of the union, fraternity, charity and loyalty amongst our 
comrades, and that liberty and equal rights might be taught and brought to 
the whole world, to all men. 

Now, I submit to you, Mr. Department Commander, and to the comrades, 
that a permanent institution is one that is continued ; it is not one which 
may live for five, ten or fifty years and then die, and in order that it may 
be permanent it must have permanency, and that they foresaw this and in- 
tended it should be a permanent institution is shown by the fact that they 
provided in the same rules and regulations the changing of the constitution 
from time ^to time as circumstances would arise ; and changes have already 
been made in the constitution, so there is no reason why the constitution 
and the rules and regulations cannot be changed. They are not so sacred or 
perfect that they may not be improved upon. 

I submit further that if we are to maintain these principles of ours of 
B^raternity, Charity and Loyalty in perpetuity, there is not in this body the 
power to do that as we stand now. The only way the thing can be per- 
petuated is to provide for carrying it on continuously through the ages ; and 
I submit also, in this matter, that we need now, we shall need ten years from 
now and fifty years from now just as much teaching with regard to patriot- 
ism and loyalty to the flag and to our country as we needed it in the past. 
Why, comrades, to-day there is danger in this country of disloyalty to our 
Hag. We have in our own city men who are striking at the very foundations 
of our government, and we have heard already of an organization of return- 
ing soldiers striking at the foundation of this government and our union, 
and so I hold that as this organization of ours has been the most potent 
factor t<H- the p^aint^cuunce of loyalty to all tb^t which goes to make pur 
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country great and good and glorious and helpful, we need to maintain the 
principles of this organization ai)d to send them down to the future genera- 
tions. 

There are two paths : the path of life and the path of death. All nature 
shrinks from death. We shrink from death. This organization of ours, just 
as surely as I stand here, and as surely as you listen to me, is on the "way 
to death unless we change our rules and regulations, unless we change our 
rules and regulations as the founders of this institution demanded of us, and 
it is our high privilege at this time to bring into this organization the ele- 
ments of permanency, and the elements of permanency can only come in by 
the introduction of new blood. We don't need to argue about our patriot- 
ism; we don't need to argue about the loyalty of our boys who have gone 
across tlie sea and offered their lives as a sacrifice on the altar of liberty 
and justice, because we all acknowledge that, but I do want to say to you 
in all earnestness that these boys of ours, our sons and our grandsons, arc 
our worthy successors; they are our logical successors; they are the men 
who are most likely of all men in the world to carry in perpetuity this or- 
ganization and its principles, the most likely of all men in the world to give 
permanence to our government and to carry on our work. I 

I stand for the way of life ! I believe, my comrades, if you thiuK it over 
clearly, you will come to an understanding that there is nothing to prevent 
you going in the way of life. You may not think it time, but we are getting 
near to the end, and I would like to welcome into the Posts of Pennsylvania 
the soldiers who have defended our principles. 

Let me say to you also, that we who live in Pittsburgh, in Philadelphia, 
in Scranton or Harrisburg, do not feel this need as do the Posts throughout 
the country where there are smaller numbers. Many of them have no aux- 
iliaries, no Sons of Veterans, to decorate the graves of the fallen soldiers as 
you heard here yesterday. 

I hold in my hand the certified petition of 119 Posts of this Department 
asking that you pass this on to the National Encampment, and I submit to 
you that we cannot ignore these 119 Posts who feel the need of this change 
in the rules and regulations, and therefore I speak in favor of the resolu- 
tion and against the report which the Committee on Resolutions has offered 
to you. (Applause.) 

COMRADE H. H. BENGOUGH, Post No. 157 : Department Commander, 
this matter must come clearly before this Encampment. This resolution 
was offered by Post No. 117, and was before the Committee on Resolutions 
of which I was not a member. 

If this was the first time that this proposition has been brought before the 
Department of Pennsylvania, or the first time that it would be taken before 
the National Encampment of the Grand Army of tlie Republic, I might be 
surprised, but I am not the least surprised at this moment. This matter 
has had the most (^areful thought and discussion at various encampments. 
The proposition in itself is to take into this organization othera than those 
who held m hononiWc discharge from the War for the Suppression of the 
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Rebellion, to take in anybody. First came the great effort — and I was very 
much moved indeed when that splendid comrade from Massachusetts took 
the stage at the National Encampment years ago and because he was a com- 
rade of the Grand Army of the Republic and was also the son of a veteran, 
the manner in which he presented it appealed very largely to my heart, but 
when his great speech was answered by the leaders of this organization, who 
now — many of them — rest beyond, I was convinced at once that it was not 
the proper thing to do. I have never changed that view and I never will be 
favorable to introducing into this organization anyone not holding an honor- 
able discharge from the Union Army. It is false in principle; it is unjust 
to force such a thing upon this organization, if it could be forced, but, thank 
God, if this thing ever comes before the National Encampment, and I do 
hope it won't come before a National Encampment, it will be crushed so it 
will never be heard of again. (Applause.) 

I am a comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic. I want the comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic to control their own affairs, and I don't 
want any new men coming in and telling us what to do. I care not for their 
rank or their record or what they have done for the flag of the country — 
they simply did their duty ; and remember, please, that we have the knowl- 
edge before us that those men who did such great work on foreign shores are 
building up and taking care of their own organization ; they are going to have 
one of the most splendid organizations in the country; and it seems to me, 
comrades, at the moment, that it would be an absolute insult for us to say 
to these men: "You are not able and you are not competent to form an or- 
ganization ; now we will take you in and teach you how to do it." Falsely 
unjust to the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic and their posts, 
and I hope that the report of the Committee on Resolutions will be adopted 
by this Encampment. (Applause.) 

COMRADE C. H. WM. RUHE : Department Commander and comrades : 
the comrade introducing this resolution and who has spoken in favor of it, 
hails from the same city that I come from. He has said he has no personal 
feeling in this matter, and he has told you exactly the truth, for there is 
not a comrade in the City of Pittsburgh for whom I have a higher regard 
than I bear Comrade Gill, who speaks in favor of adopting that resolution 
instead of the recommendation of the committee. 

It is only a^ difference of opinion. He* went back to the origin of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and stated that the founders had set forth in their 
preamble that they would form a permanent organization. Of what? Of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. And what did the Grand Army of the Re- 
public consist of? That is one of the things that you must take into consid- 
eration with the words "permanent organization," — ^it shall be permanent 
of such material as they say is eligible, and every comrade in this hall is 
fully aware of what eligibility in this organization means, for each and every 
one of you subscribed to it in your application — that you never bore arms 
against the United States. There is the fundamental principle of the pre- 
manent organization of t)ie (Jrand Ann^ of the Republic, an4 rerooye that 
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prerogative, and you have no more Grand Army of the Republic. You will 
have those that did bear arms against the United States; you will have 
the sons of those who bore arms against the United States. The permanency 
of the Grand Army of the Republic was confined to those who preserved 
the United States, and those leaders wi>en they made this prerogative knew 
that the men who preserved this Union needed no one to perpetuate their 
great work ; it would live forever in the spirit that they would leave behind 
them. They could not will to their successors loyalty. They could not will 
to their successors charity. With good citizens, with good men, those things 
are imperishable. Fraternity exists in all organizations. Now what is there 
else in the Grand Army of the Republic that they would will to their suc- 
cessors? It is that spirit that was engendered among the comrades, when 
they stood in the face of danger; it was that spirit that was engendered 
among the comrades when they stood shoulder to shoulder. This is the 
spirit that formed the Grand Army of the Republic, and it cannot be willed 
or delegated to anyone else. Anyone who wishes to enjoy a spirit of that 
kind in the future must have gone through our experience or similar to it. 
It cannot be willed, it cannot be delegated, and when the last of us pass 
over to the other side, and we are received by all the others who have gone 
before, truly we can say — There was but one, there can be but one Grand 
Army of the Republic ! (Applause.) 

OFFICER OF THE DAY : Department Commander, a committee of 
ladies from the Auxiliary of the Sons of Veterans is at the outpost waiting 
to be admitted. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER : The Officer of the Day will return to 
the outpost and conduct the committee from the Auxiliary of the Sons of 
Veterans to this platform. 

The committee appointed escorted the committee from the Auxiliary of 
the Sons of Veterans to the platform, the encampment being called up and 
saluting.

MAYME E. DWYER, Past Department I»residcnt: Comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, I don't know that I have very much to add 
to what has been already said on behalf of our Auxilijary, but I wish you 
godspeed in your work, and trust that lie will shower ui>on you His choicest 
blessings and spare your lives that we may meet again, many, many times.
